tus news that reaches us of Russian Jewry is disturbiog 
indeed, and seems now to be pointing to a state of affairs that may 
rapidly become eritical. We have no desire for alarmist statements 
and we have chosen language in which to characterise the position, 
which is purposely restrained. But more than one piece of 
testimony has within the last few days come to hand to show 
the perilous position, physical as well as moral, in which Russian 


Jewry is placed. The poet BIALIK in the course of a speech a week 


or so ago, remarked upon the folly—to put it at its least—of the 
schomes for Russo-Jewish Colonisation that have engaged so much 
of the energy and the resources of our brethren in America. He 
shows, what we have constantly pointed out, that to fix Jews 
by means of colonisation the surer in Russia, must eventuate in 
\Loir being an easier target for the rising storm of anti-Semitic 
‘celing which seems to be inherent in the Russian Moujik, and to 
render all the easier the anti-religious campaign which is now 
sweeping across Russia and which, although not directed specifically 
ugainst our people there, has its effects upon them direr in all their 
consequences than upon any of the rest of the population. The 
‘\iga Correspondent of The Times only a few days ago wrote about 
‘his mad craze for anti-religion that has seized upon the country, 
lie said: 

_ The Soviet Government has instructed the Commissariat for Educa- 
‘on to organise a special new “ Inspectorate of Anti-Religious Propa- 
saoda,” with branches in all district centres, to superintend the 
“> rcement of the new law restricting the liberties of the Church and 
forvidding all religious propaganda. ‘The authorities in Moscow have 
-eclished a new decree, which has now been passed, altering several 
* \tagraphs of the Constitution of the R.S.F.S.R. The new text raises 
itheism to the status of a State dogma by deleting from the Constitution 


“he phrases hitherto granting all religions and atheism equal freedom, 


“id by formally granting to atheists a monopoly of the right to teach 
their beliefs | 


The mere statement of these facts is sufficient to show how 
utterly wrong has been the policy of Russo-Jewish Colonisation,

and that conclusion is in no wise modified by the speech made 
at a meeting of the Joint Distribution Committee of New York. 
a full report of which appears elsewhere, by Mr. Lours MARSHALL. 
He said that although he recognised that the work of Russo- 
Jewish Colonisation was merely palliative, and that although he 
recognised also the futility of palliatives, still he felt bound not 
to disregard the claims of the hungry and the destitute. And he 
said in such circumstances—“ to the dogs with formulas!” But 
this good and kindly man, energetic in all work that appeals to 
the heart of the Jew, appears to forget that it is one thing 
to deal out bread to the hungry and another to administer poison 
to the desperate. Relief for our Russian brethren by all means, for 
they are sorely stricken by the economic conditions that particularly 
press upon them. But that is pot to say that these poor people 
should be sent to redeem vast areas of swampy land with little hope 
of ever becoming se'f-supporting and independent, and, as we have 
Said, be placed in positions of increased danger from the two-fold 
menace of pogroms and anti-religious campaigns. Apart, however, 
from the Russo-Jewish Colonisation scheme which, of course, 
affects only a comparatively small number.of-the Jews of Russia. 
it does not require much foresight “to perceive the position of 


danger which that great community of Jews is evidently fast 
heading for. 


The state of affairs there is one which ought not to 
be neglected by the rest of the Jews of the world, and we would 
again repeat that it is not to be compassed, but can only be so much 
worsened, by the measures hitherto taken to so large an extent by 
our brethren in the United States. 


United Synagogue Elections. 


THe Elections throughout the Metropolis on Sunday last 


proceeded in something of a humdrum manner. The most that 


seems to have happened was that Mr. Tweedledum was installed 
into office in place of Mr. Tweedledee (probably resigned), and for 
the rest there was no indication of even so much change as the 
difference of intonation between Shibboleth and Sibboleth ! Ut is, 
of course, a matter for argument whether, as a correspondent this 
‘week adumbrates, this lack ‘of excitement is evidence of a lack of 
interest and whether that in its turn is proof that there is nothing 
awry, and that the public is content for things to go on in undis- 
turbedcalm. There is a good deal to be said for that point of view, 
but we fancy there is a good deal more to be said, having regard to 
buman nature as it is, for an altogether opposite conclusion, 
Habam Dr. GasTer the other day declared that there was only one 
true unanimity—it was that of the burying-place. No one will be 
inclined to accept without question the dictum of so valiant and 
intrepid a born fighter on that particular subject. But, neverthe- 
less, there is a great deal of truth in his doctrine and the listlessness 
which was manifested in the United Synagogue Elections may pro- 
bably have resulted as much from the spirit of “Don't care,’ as 
from that of genial acquiescence in everything connected 
with the great Institution whose local Honorary Officers 
were being selected. And the important thing, after all, is 
that the Community should not forget, but on the contrary 
should realise and appreciate, the one fact we have just men- 
tioned, that the United Synagogue is a great Institution, doing great 
work with its beneficent tentacles stretching into every nook and 
cranny of the sccial and religious life of the vast community of 
the Metropolis and, above all, doing constant good among the poor 
and the forlorn. All that, perhaps, is hardly sufficient compensa- 
tion for the unsatisfactory religious position that prevails—but 
that is another story. Suffice it that the Community by its attitude 
in general at Sunday's Elections, has again shown itself evidently 
satisfied with the conduct and the work of the United Synagogue, 
Let us hope, as we say, that it appreciates to the full, the immense 
value to it of that Institution. 


A Difficult Task. 


THe General Executive (° Actions”) Committee of the Zionist 
Organisation meets in Berlin to-day, the venue having been 
changed from that of London, where it was originally fixed. The 
meeting is probably the last prior to, and is in preparation for, 
the Zionist Congress which is to assemble in July, and it bas 
before it a task of the greatest difficulty even if it be a practically 
possible one. For its chief business, indeed the only business of 
particular importance, is to mould the Extended Agency Scheme 
into a shape that will render it decently presentable to Congress. 
It is a plan to which the Committee, through the Zionist leaders, 
is pledged, yot it is one which every true Zionist detests and 
accepts only because, wrongly as we think, he believes in its 
necessity. To render it compatible with the principles held by 
Zionists would mean reconciling the irreconcilable, and that will 
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not be attempted. What the Committee will, we suppose, devote 
most of its attention to is to prevent those non-Zionists who 
are clamouring for a united Zionist front, from employing the 
Agency for stabbing Zionism in the back. For that now seems the 
main concern of those who support the absurd scheme. The 
meeting of the Committee will assemble without the presence of 
the Zionist leader, Dr. Weizmann's health, we much regret to know, 
still preventing him from taking an active part in the affairs of the 
Organisation. This is doubly unfortunate because he is really the 
one responsible for the dilemma and the perilous dangers the Move- 
ment is confronting in consequence of the Agency Scheme,

Anglo-Jewish Preachers. 


By Mentor. 


Ht. Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers has, I see, decided 
io hold its biennial meeting in the middle of July. The 
cathering ought to be not alone important in itself, but 
‘here ougbt to emerge from it some messages of import to 

the Community. The Chief Rabbi, speaking the other day at a 
“Mizrachi meeting, employed some language which I sincerely 
hope was highly coloured, concerning the set against the Jewish 
Religion made by certain Jewish elements in Palestine. And in 
language little more restrained, he alluded to the disregard of the 
religious claims shown by Jews in every community. Dr. Hertz 
is in a position to know the extent to which the irreligion 
he deplored is rife, and if there be any practical object 
to be gained by the meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Preachers it 
surely is so that these gentlemen, in council assembled under bis 
presidency, may hammer out and devise means and measures for 
fighting irreligion in the community of which they hold the 
spiritual responsibility. No one can have much doubt that every 
Minister who will attend this Conference is imbued with that 
desire. Tbe. pulpit of any Minister who was not, would be little 
more than a poll-parrot’s perch. But judging from previous 
performances, | hope some justification will be accorded to a mere 
layman for venturing to point out that if the object I have 
mentioned is to be in any way compassed, then the papers at the 
Conference will for the most part have to be very different from 
the majority of such deliverances on similar occasions heretofore, 


Writing from memory, the only deliverance I recollect that can 
be said to bave approached any of the real issues that are rocking 
sud rending the religious life of the English Jew—and I refer here 
to Jews in England, because the Conference is of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers—was a Paper, of which Rabbi Dr. Epstein was the author. 
He recognised, anyway to some extent, that if irreligion is to be 
overcome, if we are to create a true renaissance of the 
Jewish faith, a devotion and regard for Jewish Tradition and 
Jewish Practice, to take the place of mumbo-jumbo worship, 
balf superstitions and half ignorant, or that of the revolu- 
tion against authority, the go-as-you-please and do-as-you-like 
of so-called “ Liberal” Judaism, with its consecration of Jewish 
irreligion, then some means must be found for shaping and 
moulding Orthodox Judaism to fit modern needs and modern 
aspirations. If all that is of worth in Orthodoxy is to be saved, 
andif Judaism is not to lapse into mere parody, then something 
must be done to save Orthodoxy from its curious contortions 
and the strange forms which it takes with various sections 
and with various individuals who pay to it lip service. 
Essentially there is no moral difference in the fatuity of the 
Jews who call themselves orthodox, each having a Shulchan 
Aruch of his own, and the Jew who dubs himself “ Liberal” 
and selects and chooses just what pleases his fancy, in the 
practice and observance of the Jewish Faith. In other word:; 
these Anglo-Jewish preachers must come down from their poll- 
parrot porches. They will meet upon the level floor of the Con- 
fercuce Room. They will tread the ground in common with their 
loc, and for the nonce they should seek to understand and appre- 
ciatc the difficulties and dangers which confront their congregants. 
thoy should understand that observances and practices doubtless 
accirable from some points of view in themselves but which are 


vuiitted for circumstances and conditions in which the congregants | 


live, if persisted in must inspire in their flock a revolt against the 
‘uth it is the duty of Preachers who are aiso Ministers, to propa- 
and maintain. 

There are diffieulties, surely, mountains of them. But it is the 
' siness of the Conference to endeavour if not to overcome them, 
‘cn to meet them, te try to meet them, however partially. And 
‘13 cannot be done unless the Anglo-Jewish Preachers fling away 
‘hose robes of make-believe, of deception, of arrant humbug in 
witieh go many of them ensconce themselves. Those are hard 
“ords. They are ‘words which I feel it hard to have to write. 
Ul who shall say they are not true? Of what use is it for 
\oglo-Jewish Preachers, just to give an instance, to proclaim 
‘\e sanctity of the Sabbath and the necessity—the vital necessity 
‘0 Judaism—of its observance, and yet to fawn and scrape and 
bend to any congregant whose position is important, or whose 
hank balance ig thought to be extensive, who flagrantly dis- 
‘gards every claim that the Sabbath, as at present, makes upon 
‘se Jew? But worse. Last Sunday there were elections for the 
“reater part of the Metropolitan Synagogues. Men were lifted into 
honorary office, into positions of influence and control in the 
“ynagogue, who are regular Sabbath breakers, who care not for any 
of the practices or the observances of the Jewish Religion, From 
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Son.” Wace a ecl was an indignity to their very being.

s. tt may be that the observances which the 
people to whom IT allude disregard, the Anglo-Jewish Preachers 
ae cf no consequence, Then let them say so from their 
ete or at least tell us so from their Conference Room. Where 
there is inconsisten: \ there must be disintegration, degeneration 
and rottenness ; and it is inconsistent for Anglo-Jewish preachers 
to stand by and withouta word of protest, even without a svilable 
of admonition, to suffer Jewish religions offices to be undertaken 
by those who disregard Jewish religicus practice. Or, per contra 
it is the height o! inconsistency for them to proclaim, Sabbath 
after Sabbath and Festival affer Festival, the value of these 
practices, the vital necessity for their being upheld, if the Anglo. 
Jewish preachers do not believe what they preach. And if the, 
preach What they beliewe, then I ‘forbear from characterising 
their attitude of acquiescence in the outrageous condition ol 
affairs to which | have referred, because my poor pen fails 
me. | hope I am not being mistaken. It were absurd to make 
Ministers responsible for the individual delinquencies of their 


flocks. But itis all different when they concur, at least tacitly, in 
recalcitrant members of their flocks occupying positions of 
religious responsibility and when they offer not, because none of 
them dares to offer, a word of personal protest to dny important 


member of their flocks, whatever his religious recalcitrance may 
be, or when they show such individuals their personal adoration. 
The difficulty, of course, is that—if I may so put it—the “ law " 
is so at variance with conditions and circumstances that it cannot 
be “ enforced.” That has frequently been so as regards civil laws 
that have become obsolete. Oace upon a time, it was the law of 
the country that a person convicted of stealing an article worth £5 
or more, should be executed, and there were hundreds who went 
to their doom for that offence. But the time came when the 
opinion and the commonsense of the public revolted at the notion 
of sending human beings to the gallows for such an offence, 
aud it was found ultimately that juries would not convict. One 
way, by the by, in which juries arranged to save themselves 
from the shame and the horror of returning a verdict in such 
a case, which would cost a human life, was by the device 
of declaring that the article stolen and in regard to stealing 
which they felt they were bound to convict, was worth 
less than £5. And in the end the law broke down and ‘it 
was altered. Now there are many observances connected with the 
Jewish Faith the breach of which even Anglo-Jewish Preachers 
will refuse to regard as a venal offence. They do not feel any less 
respect for a man who, say, rides in an omnibus on the Sabbath 
than for one who refrains from doing so; or perhaps for one who is 
not seculously strict in regard to separation of crockery designed 
respectively for meat or for milk. Bat the mischief is that the 
law remains, and these Preachers preach the law just as if a 
breach of it were really a religious crime. Well, I doubt not 
there are many who will hold up their hands in piows horror 
and tell me that I am advocating Reform or “Liberal” Judaism, 
that I am a heretic and maybe a sinner in Israel. But in 
fact—and of course, on this point I am much more sure than 
any of my critics can be—I write as I do because I am anxious 
for the maintenance of Traditional Judaism, for the even flow of 
Judaism in its truly orthodox course, and [ see, as we all see, 
Orthodox Jews reduced precisely to the go-as-you-please and do-as 
you-like of “ Liberal” Jews, the only difference being that one sets 
his standard as he thinks by Moses, and the other as he knows by 
Montefiore. There is that difference, of course—lehabdil. But 
inherently both positions are identical and both positions are 
fraught with danger to Judaism, with peril to the Jewish 
Faith and a constant weakening of adherence to our religious 


traditions, a constant wilting away of reliance upon creed and 


practice and observance as elements Mm the life of the Jew. 
Therefore, it comes to this—when a Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers, under the Presidentship and the leadership and, 
to a certain extent, the guidance of the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, assembles, it were mockery to man and little short of 
blasphemy to Heaven to occupy the time of the gathering by 
mere academic exhibitions of smart pilpulism, of weighing out the 
importance of every Yod and every Cherik in some given passage 
and of refusing to deal out spiritual pibulum for which the flo. ks

Writing in yesterday s JeWisH WORLD, the Editor said: 


Lither Mr. Levy is justified in calling himself a Rabbi or he is not. 
If not, Dr. Hertz onght in the public interests to say so, and, in view of 
the Diplomas Mr. Levy has secured, give the reason why. If, however, 
Mr. Levy is a Rabbi, then Dr. Hertz ought to be glad to see that the title 
is assured to him and that he is freed from the insinuations that are 
clustering abont the manner in which the Diplomas he obtained were 
gained. In either case, for the Chief Rabbi to take pusillanimonus refuge 
in silence, as I know he is being counselied to do in certain quarters, 
were intolerable. Dr. Buchler, the learned Principal of Jews’ College, 
who is with Dr. Hertz responsible for granting the College-Beth Din 
Diploma, should show more courage as well as loyalty to one of his pupils 
than to adopt a like course of saying nothing. 

There are ques'ions in this incident that affect much more than the 
persouality of the Kev. E. M. Levy—lI suppose it is safer not to call him 
Rabbi for the time being—important as those are. They are questions 
that have been debated and argued for many years, and which in essence 
amount to the problem of what constitutes a Rabbi. If Mr. Levy is a 
Rabbi by virtue of the Diplomas he has obtained, and despite his not 
having obtained one from the College and the Beth Din, then it would 
appear as if that Diploma were far more difficult to gain than the others 
Mr. Levy secured. It follows then—unless the examination to which he 
was subjected was purposely made exceptionally hard —that a Rabbi, by 
virtue of the College-Beth Lin Diploma, ho dsa higher Rabbinic status 
than a Rabbi with auy other. 

This somewhat complicates things; b2canse, togo no further, the 
Chief Rabbi has, so I am informed, only American Diplomas ; he certainly 
has not the one which Mr. Levy has not succeeded in obtaining, nor for 
that matter has Dr. Biichler. But Rabbi Brodie has, and so has Rabbi 
Manp, to mention two tbat come to mind, Are we then to assume that 
the proved Kabbinical attainments of these gentlemen are greater than 
those of the Chief Rabbi and Dr. Biichler? As Euclid would have said : 
that is absurd. Yet, on the face of it, it would appear to be the only 
logical conclusion. On the other hand, equally absurd would be the 
idea that Mr. Levy chose worthless examiners for this purpose, seeing 
that, as I have mentioned, I have bad it upon high authority that hi- 
Diplomas are immaculate. The mere layman is thus entitled to light 
and leading on this matter, so evidently full of contradiction aud doubt. 
The incident, indeed, provides a very good opportunity in that directiou 
regarding the whole question of the Rabbinical degree.

From Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, J.P. 
To the Editor of Tre JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—The report of the first meeting of the Representative 
Council of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations contained 
in your issue of May 24th, gives rise to a feeling of uneasiness, but 
as competent members of the Board of Deputies have been deputed 
to investigate the affairs of the Federation, comment on the main 
questions can be deferred until the result of ther investigations is 
available. 

At the same time, however, you publish what purports to be an 
audited statement of the financial operations of the Federation, 
and as this statement is on record, it is necessary to deal with it at 
once, lest it might be considered that by reason of its having been 
adopted by the Representative Council at its meeting it could be 
regarded as reliable. . 

This statement, whieh contains a certificate worded in the 
terms usual in the case of audits and signed by a gentleman who 
does not state in his qualifications that he is either a chartered or 
an incorporated accountant, and who, in a statement made to the 
meeting explained that he was engaged to keep the accounts, bas 
not been audited—the same person cannot make out accounts and 
audit them—and the accountant himself is reported to have stated 
that the accounts had not been “strictly speaking audited.” 

This statement conveys bo information as to how the moneys 
entrusted to the Federation for certain specific classes of beneti- 
ciaries have been received by these beneliciaries and no informa- 
tion is given as to any “gap” between the amounts available for 
distribution—after deduction of the expenses incurred in collection 
—gnd the amounts actually reaching the beneficiaries. The state- 
ment reported to bave been made at the meeting, that “the Federa- 
tion spent nothing on the distribution of the money,’ does not 
dispose of the question. 

Inu the statement of receipts a sum of £3,878 is recorded as 
having been collected by the Federation in response to the appeal 
for Matzot issued by the Chief Rabbi. This is certainly incorrect, 
as the appeal was not issued on belialf of the Federation, and the 
receipts—I have one before me—were issued from the Chief Rabbi's 
office and no reference was in any way made to the Federation, If, 
as appears from the accounts, this mouey came into the possession 
of the Federation an explanation is called for and also an account— 
duly verified by audit—as to how it was disposed of and what 
nmounts, in money or kind, reached those for whose sake the 
Chief Rabbi appealed. 

The expenses of the Chief Rabbi's appeal seem ‘to be included 
in the amalgamated expenses of the Federation, this requires 
explanation,

Cracknell said at the mecting was “that his work did not merely 

consist of auditing the Federation's accounts, but also that

Myer, he may be taken to know the facts of the matter, and, as Mr. 

Franklin points out, there could not, strictly speaking, be an audit of 
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accounts which is conducted by the same firm that keeps they). So 
that in effect our report accords at least with what Mr. Myer supposes 
Mr. Cracknell to have said and presumably with the actual f..

The Chief Rabbi and his Torah Commentary. 
“A VITAL NEED OF OUR JUDAISM.” 


THe Cuier RABBI OF THE Britisu Empire delivered an address on 
“A Vital Need of our Judaism,” giving readings from his forthcominy 
commentary on the 7orah at a meeting held under the auspices of the 
Independent Order of B'nai B'rith, First Lodge of England, at the Princes 
Ilotel, Jermyn Street, Piccadilly, on Thursday evening of last wee. 
The President of the Lodge, Mr. A. BOK, B.Sc., presided. 

in bis address, Dr. HERTZ said that by the phraso “Our Judaism” 
he meant the Judaism of Fug'i.h-Jows and of English-speaking Jews. 
The most vital need of our Judaism to-day, he said, was a knowledge of the 
Torah. it was unfortunately lackingin the mind of the rank and file—the 
fathers, the mothers, the boysand the girls.. The Torah must be the posses. 
sion of the people, which was not the case in English-speaking countrics. 
The Chief Rabbi then explained the importance he attached to his 
forthcoming work, in the production of which he acknowledged the 
invaluable help and co-operation of some colleagues in the Jewish 
Ministry who, he said, had placed at his disposal their mann. 
scripts. He had in his book faced a number of problems whic! 
presented difficulties, because he had felt that the reader onght 
to be given every possible assistance in solving such problems. 
He liked a book—particularly a Jewish book—to be produced in the best 
possible way and to tbis end no pains had been spared to achieve the 
desired result. 

Dr. Hertz then read extracts from his book.

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Union of Young Israel Societies. 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

The Annual Conference of the Union was held last week at th: Exchange 
Station Hotel, Liver pool. Mr. H. Bueno pe Mesqurra presided. Delegates 
attended from the London Societies and from Liverpool, Birmingham. and 
Glasgow. Mr. DaviIp HUDALY, Chairman of the local Society, welcomed the 
delegates. In presenting the Executive Report, Mr. pe Mesevita said 
that during the year the Movement had achieved a certain measure of 
success. ‘The recognition of the Union was growing and its sphere of influence 
was rapidly extending. That was noticeable in the invitations received 
to join such bodies as the Council of Jewish Adult Education. the 
Jewish Peace Society and the Jewish Health Organisation, and to be repre. 
wnted at the annual Educational Conference of the Jewish War Memorial. 
He expressed regret at the dissolution of the Societies in Glasgow and Manor 
Park, and at the fact that the Croydon Society was in an unsatisfactory 

ition. The Central London Society, he said, had been reformed and now 
met regularly at ‘the Commercial Road Talmud Torah. The North West 
London Juniors had obtained premises at the Golders Green Synagogue, and 
a new Society had been formed with headquarters at the East London 
Syvnagocuc. He pointed out that Young Israel had a wide field to cover in 
Jewish education and culture, and eppealed to his hearers to impress the 
mission of Young Israel upon their fellow members. He eulogised the work 
of his colleagues, and specially mentioned Dayan H. M. Lazarus, the President, 
Messrs. L. Boyars and W. Rubinstein, Vice-Chairman, Miss Miriam 4. 
Peckar, and Mr. Herbert A. Goldner, Treasurers, the Rev. L. Rabinowitz 
and Mr. Leslie Paisner, the Hon. Secretaries, and Miss Ena M. Holz, Assistant 
Secretary, 

In moving the adoption of the report, Mr. Vivian G. Peckar (North 
West London) congratulated the Executive on the course of lectures which 
had been arranged at Jews’ College. He suggested that the aim of the Union 
should be amended from its present form to “* The fostering and study of 
Jewish culture and art.” Mr. H. Leviye (Birmingham) stressed the 
importance of inter-functions, and Mr. H. Gorxer (North 
London) expressed the view that the good work of the Societies was not 
attributable to the intervention of the Union though he did not say that 
the Union was not a success. The Rev. L. Raprwowrrz, M.A.. suggested 
that each Society be assigned a certain quota to be raised for the Central 
Charity Fund, and Mr. L. J. Courts (East London) said that there should 
he more literary functions in the programmes of Societies. 

In reply to Mr. Golker, Mr. Leste Patswer said that the Union was 
only in a position to help the Societies if those Societies assisted the Union. 
The question was still in abeyance with regard to the suggested co- 
operation with the Association of Young Zionist Societies and the Young 
Mizrachi organisation. 

The financial statement, submitted by Mr. Herpert A. Go toner, and 
the report were adopted. 

A motion “that the Union support the Balfour declaration and do 
active work for Palestine ’’ was moved by the Liverpool Society. Mr. K. L. 
Abrahams stressed the importance of Palestine in the life of every Jew to-day 
and appealed to all present to support the motion which, he said, went to 


the very roots of the Movement. The motion was seconded by Rev. L. 


‘anisowrrz, Mr. L. J. Courts expressed the view that there could be no 
halfway house, and appealed to Young Israel to make up its mind upon 
that important question. Mr. P. M. Leten (Golders Green) opposed the 
motion. On the invitation of the Chairman, Mr. Suenorsxy, delegate from 
the Association of Young Zionist Societies, appealed to the delegates to 
Support the motion and associate themselves with the rest of Anglo-Jewry in 
Supporting the Balfour Declaration. The motion was lost by four votes.

New Spirit in Jewish Education. 


Davan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., seid that in that Institution Torch was 
being taught in the greet spirit of olden times. Their children had instilled 
into them Jewish traditions and Jewish spirit. The Talmud Torah had beon 


founded in order to establish a new way of teaching their ancient tradition | 


to their boys. In those early days the Jewish Religious Education Board 
and the Jews’ Free School were doing excellent work, but 2 number of perents 
wanted their children to have a more thorough and a fuller Jewish education 
in the spirit in which the parents themselves had been taught allroad. He 
would not say that the spirit of the teaching at the Free School or in the 
classes of the J.R.E.B. was not right, but it was of a different kind to what 
the parents wanted. And so that Talmud Torah was established fifty years 
ago, and was the pioneer of its kind. It was an institution that had been 
established by those who had been immigrants. In paying a tribute to the 
Headmaster and teaching staff, Dayan Lazarus said he appreciated what 
yreat idealists they were. Addressing the pupils he said that they 
wanted them to go forth and carry the Jewish spirit into the larger 
Jewish community. They must go forth as English Jewish boys, with that 
English spirit of fair play. If they were loyal Jews they were bound to be 
loyal citizens. He hoped that the pupils would always remember the 
services rendered to the Talmud Torah by Alderman Kosky.

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Jewish Ritual Ornaments. 


A REMARKABLE COLLECTION. 


The International Art Gallerics, at 33, St. James's Street, 5.W., were 
opened this week. This firm of art dealers, the head of which is Mr. 
#. M. Salomon, bas been operating for some two or three years in London, 
Paris, and elsewhere, and ope of its most notable actions in the sale 
room was the purchase of the Emperor's carpet at Christie's last season ; 
while this season it was among the underbidders for the Portland Vase. 

The new galleries in St. James's Street have been designed and 
erected ina manner and on a ecale entirely different from anything 
else in Ewope or America. The dominating note is Hebraic, and the 
convéntional Lion of David is a prominent feature of the decoration. 
In one of the upper rooms there is an elaborate display of Mr. 5. M. 
Salomon’s private collection of Jewish ecclesiastical vessels and 
ornaments, mostly in gold and gilt, believed to be unrivalled in any 
public or private museum. 


Keen interest has been aroused by the announcement that London 
is to become the home, temporary at least, of one of the most extensive 
collections of Jewish ritual ornaments and relics extant, taken from 
Synagogues all over the world and dating from very early times (writes 
a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE). Never before has such a 
collection been gathered together by a single individual. Curiosity bas 
natorally also centred round the individual who is in possession of this 
collection of relics which is stated to be worth something like £600,000, 
and which is being housed in the International Galleries, St. James's 
Strect, Piccadilly. 

1 went to see Mr. Schachna Moses Saloman, the ‘proud possessor of 
these antiquities, at 33, St. James's Street. Mr. Salomon tokl me 
that be was born in Russia and had been travelling between London 
and Paris since the Aimistice. He was not connectcd with any Jewish 
organisation or association, and although not a mcmber of the Zionist 
Movement be was strongly in favour of the idea of a Seventh Dominion 
League. His family, he claims, is able to trace its ancestry back to 
King David. 
then passed to Central Europe, and for some years bas been established 
in Paris. Many of his ancestors were Rabbi of renown. 

Mr. Salomon is an art dealer and an authority on old masters. 
Speaking to our representative of the first instalment of some 1,600 
pieces of silver and gold, and fine scroll work numbering about 500 picces, 
which was brought over from Paris, he said: 

_ “It is my intention, by my will, to bequeath the collection to the care 
of the British nation, and I hope that ultimately it may be housed under 
the y;rotection of the British Flag in Palestine as a token of my great 
appreciation of and admiration for the British people. lintend to become 
a naturalised British subject as soon as I can. 

“No other possible motive has induced me to house the collection, 
and the thought of selling it has never for one moment entered my mind. 

“ There arenearly sixty Sephre Torahs of different centuries, among 
which is also one belonging to the fourth century. The handlesof some of 


them are decorated with gold and precious stones. These have been | 


collected over a long period by members of my family. 

“An altar piece that comes from Spain was confiscated from the 
Bynasogue by the Inquisition and acquired by my family at very great 
risk. Other ornaments which also come from Spain were secretly 
smuggicd out of the country by persecuted Jews, while others were 
hidden in cellars and treasured secretly out of sight of the prying eyes of 
the Inquisitors.” 

Among the collection of pictsres by famous old masters are those of 
a number of eminent Janaim of the Talmudic times and the gallery also 
contains a number of very interesting mystic and cabalistic prints, while 
there is also exbibited a piece of carved work ia bronze with the coat of 
arms of the twelve tribes. 

- There are special safes in the building to house the treasures and a 
watchman is in permanent attendance. 

One of the many prominent visitors to the Exhibition has been 
Prince Lichtcnstien, who said to our representative : 

“I have been cxtremely interested in the wonderful collection of 
Jewish ritual ornaments which I have seen. It is the first time that I 
have ever come across anything like it. Iam sure that there is nothing 
quite like it anywhere in the world. Although I am a Catholic I have 
always taken the greatest interest in things Jewish, and I have a large 
number of Jewish friends. Mr. Salomon has told me that he is a great 
supporter of the Seventh Dominion idea. 

“ Are you also interested in it?” I asked. 

“I certainly am,” replied the Prince in broken English. “ Iam strongly 
in favour of it and I hope that the efforts of those who are advocating it 
will meet with success.” 

The doorway of tbe International Art Gallery is in itself a striking 


masterpiece. It is decorated with gilded bronze signs of the Zodiac, the 


twelve tribes of Israel and similar legendary decoration.

No. 499.—Parties in the Commonwealth. 


My DeaR COUSIN, 


Political party feeling is at its height during electioneering periods : 
whatcver the results of yesterday's polling may be, we in this country 
will cojoy a certain respite from party wrangles. But quiet reflection on 
the problem of political parties must make clear that in the modern 
State, with a vast population and a democratic franchise, parties are 
inc\itable. The reaction of each of us to the influences of our environ. 
ment cannot be alike; consequently there are basically in each State as 
many parties as there are citizens. So finea distinction would, however, 
lead to chaos. Nor is there need for it. With all our differences we have 
moch in common, and, speaking broadly, there are in every social group 
only two parties—one that includes the adventurous spirits who are ready 
and cager to advance, who are bold enough to sbape their destinies as 
they think best; and the other, which comprises the cautious, those who 
must look back to see What has been done in the past in order that past 
achicvements may be their guide. 

in an ideal state the pendulum of political power would swing back- 
wards and forwards between these two positions. We bad sonicthing of 
he kind in England for a century and more, when each of the great 
wlitical parties held power for a time and was succeeded by the other. 
lo-day there are three great partiesin the State. In asense this indicates 
srowth, for the Progressive Party now has two wings and will continuc 
to Lave two wings for some time, until a means is discovered for creating 
two parties in the State once more. For one thing is certain—the fewer 
the parties in the State, the greater the facility with which the govern. 
mental machine can function. In this country there are three parties, 
in Poland there are sometbing like eightoen or twenty. The greater the 
number of parties, the less the political stability and the sense of security 
in the State. 7 

So my thoughts ran on, and I was soon applying them to the Jewish 
people. Throughout their history Jews bave had their partiestoo. Inthe 
days of Moses there was the party of the Korah ; too smal! to make its 
influence felt flectively in the tiny community, but at least strong enoug): 
to be vocal. In the days of Saul there was a group which refused to 
acknowledge the officially appointed sovereign; David had his hands ful! 
with the machinations of parties, some of them led by his own children ; 
in the time of Jeremiah there was in Jewry a pro-Egyptian and a pro- 
Assyrian party striving for mastery. 

Bat these groups exercised little inflmence on the main trend of 
Jewish history. In later ages party opposition was more intense—or 
appears to us to have been so because we know more about the later 
party differences. Pharisees stood over against Sadducees, and for a 
time at least the influence of the two was evenly balanced. In the long 
run, the Pharisee standpoint commanded a majority. But it should not 
be overlooked that the attitude of mind which may be described as 
nadducean @id not entirély disappear. In a broad view it is to be found 
to-day in the so-called Reform Movement which, whether we like it or 
not, has, for good or for evil, a large following among tLe Jews of to-day. 

There were other parties among Jews—Chassidim and Mitnaggedim, 
Mystics and Rationalists, Zionists and Assimilationists. The Zionist 
Movement, too, has its parties; Constitutionalists are opposed by 
ie visionists, to say nothing of the lesser groups which will be represented 
at the forthcoming Zionist Congress. 

One thing is clear: Since all men cannot see alike, since their 
‘cactions to life and life’s problems are different, there are bound to be 
differences of opinion. Buta reading of history must make plain that 
) \itical differences are in the main less violent than religious, and a clear 
study of life and its influence must show that if men differ only about 
principles, their opposition will be less bittér than when personal advan- 
(ages are bound up with the principles. Two thinkers each defending 
‘1s own philosophical system will be found to take a less heated, a less 
‘otolerant attitude to each other than two supporters of those systems 
\\ hose livelihood of whose power is concerned. If, for instance, a Pope 
“ithout any political power had been arguing in support of the Catholic 
|) osition against Luther, one would be much more impressed than by the 
urguments of a Pope enjoying political power and fearfal of losing it. 
Similarly, when to-day paid officials, lay or clerical, of any system of 
‘hought or theology, whether in Christian or Jéwish circles, come for ward 
«> protagonists of their special theories, one may suspcct that they will 
Up partisan and intolerant case. 

The worst of it is*that, while overy party may legitimately make out 
» Claim to be heard,-evéry party tends to overstress its importance. In 
“QV social group, all the parties have much in common. In modern 
Jewry, the opposing ‘sections have a great deal in common. lor @ne 
thing they must all be Jews. Often. enough, as one witnesses the 
partisan communal controversies, this central fact appears to be 
‘atirely overlooked. Another point that emerges is that the smaller the 
<roup, the greater its violence, and, naturally, the greater its violence, 
‘he less its political wisdom—that great necessity if men are to live 
‘gether in harmony, whether in political or religious groups. 

We had an exhibition of such lack of political wisdom recently at the 
\geney Conference convened by the Board of Deputies. The purpose of 
‘hat Conference was te decide whether or no to set up machinery for 
\lccting representatives of Anglo-Jewry on the Jewish Agency, and, if 
‘he decision were in the affirmative, to take steps.tothatend. Buta 
small group of .super-orthodox pietists holding certain views, right or 
Wrong, about Zionist Schools.in Palestine, must needs voice their dislike. 
Neither the time mor the place was apposite, but the extremist 
Partizan geal ef this group Geprived them of political wisdom, and 
tucy therefore placed party interest above those of the community. 


So in the larger Jewry there is one organisation of Jews who in theie 
literature give the impression 6f being better Jéws than their fellows. 
Some of their catchwords sound strange to their English-speaking 
brethren, They generally have a Knessio Gedaulo, though why they 
should favour a German transliteration of Hebrew it is difficult to see. 
The English branch of this Organisation should at least advertise a 
Knayssto Gedowlo, Such a tranéliteration would fit in with their English 
broadsheet, and would help-them im their object—to obtain fands for 
their work. Besides when they praise their -Gedaulim we should know 
What they nreant if they spoke of Gedowlim. Many Jews might be 
moved to comment on this particular kind of religions super-arrogation 
and pride, but at any rate they would compréhend the Hebrew original. 
If their orthodoxy is of a special brand, if it affords itsalevotees happiness, 
bo one need say a word about it. Let it thrive and grow. It is a part of 
Jewry, a party in Jewry—and not the worst. But if it becomes partisan, 
if its spokesmen show that they lack political wisdom, they must not be 
Surprised if they stir up unnecessary controversy and so reduce com- 
munal peace. 

The same argument must apply to all partisan policy in the com- 
munity, There is so much of a positive constructive character to be 
done in our midst that politieaél wisdom bids us cease the partisan civil 
war and cultivate each our own Gabbage-patch. In the long run Judaism 
will be the gainer by that, for Judaism loves peace—even communal 
peace. The country has just witnessed a campaign on party lines, and 
inost citizens will be glad that for the time being it is finished. So much 
dust has been stirred avd so many feelings raised to boiling point. fs 
our own smaller community we might well lay the campaign to heart 
and set communal needs above our party zeal.

Golders Green Orphan Aid Society. 
OF PLAYGROUND AT NORWOOD. 

A large gathering of members and friends of the Golders Green Orphaa 
Aid Society visited the Norwood Orphanage on Sunday, when a new play- 
ground, equipped with all tbe latest appliances, and presented by the 
members of the Society for the use of the children of the “ Arnold and 
Jaue Gabriel” Ilome, was consecrated. The Rev. I. Livingstone officiated, 
and after reciting a number of Psalms, he delivered a brief address. He 
said they were met to dedicate a farther bed at the institution— one ia 
perpetuity—which the Society had endowed in recognition of a contriba- 
tion of £2,000, and to consecrate the playground. The building of that 
playground was an achievement for which a deep debt of gratitude was 
due to the Committee of the Golders Green Aid Society, and especially-te 
its President, Mr. Morris Stephany, aod its Hon. Secretary, Mrs. KE.

The annual meeting of the Society followed in the Synagogue of the 
Institution. Mr. Morris Stepbany,in submitting the annual report, said that 
the year had been a most successful one, over £2,600 having been raised 
for the Orphanage which was a record for the Society. The members were 
amply rewarded for any service they had rendered to the Orphanage when 
they saw the happiness of the children, and the excellent work done 
there. He hoped that more people in Golders Green would become 
annual subscribers to the Society, and concluded by paying a tribute te 
Mr. Merton Kempner, founder of the Society, and to Mrs. Ascher, te 
whose energy the Society owed its great success. The motion was 
seconded by Mr. Kempner and adopted.

The American Joint Distribution Committee. 


Its Work in Eastern Europe. 


Nationa! Conference. 


[From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK.) 


A natiopal conference of the United Jewieh Campaign and Joint 
Distribution Committee was held at the Hotel Biltmore, in New York. on 
May llth and 12th. There were about five hundred delegates present. 

Acting Governor Herpernt L. LEHMAN, in opening the proceedings, 
gave a report on the efforts of the Joint Distribution Committee, as 
Chairman of the Reconstruction Committee. Mr. Lehman declared that 
since 1921 almost ninety per cent. of the fands were employed in 
rebuilding the lives, the institutions and the cconomic status of the Jews 
overseas. The programme of the Reconstruction Committee, he said, 
comprised three major activities: The creation, the reorganisation and 
the strengthening of the petwork of loan societies throughout Eastern 
Europe, Palestine and Russia; the repair, cquipment, rebuilding and 


maintaining of trade schoo!s, training school workshops and the develop-. 


ment of courses of study for productive employment; and loans, aud the 
assistance in the rebuilding of homes, stores and other structures. 

Economists and persons expert in the study of the social conditions 
ot Jews aproad, continued Mr. Lehman, were agreed that the co-operative 
movement to-day was the most important factor in the financial structure 
of the Jews of Poland and the other East European countries. The 
“growth of the co-operative system testiffed to a remarkable degree, to the 
wonderful vitality of the Jews of Eastern Europe in their struggle to 
replace themselves on asound economic footing. Increasingly, the Jews in 
Poland, Roumania, Lithuania, and the other countries, have participated 
in and contributed to the working capital of these loan societies. In ali, 
through the instrumentalities of the Reconstruction Committee and its 
suecessor, the American Joint Reconstruction Foundation, there had been 
expended almost 1,000,00) dollars in this work. 

While the Joint Distribution Committee was carrying on its work ia 
Poland, Roumapia, Lithuania, and other Eastern European countries, 
and in Russia, it was, at the same time, giving a large and substantial 
measure of aid to Palestine. It was largely instrumental in organising 
the Central Bank of Co-operative Institutions, which advanced credits to 
agricultural co-operative groups and associations, credit unions, etc. 

There were to-day in Austria, Bulgaria, Czecho-Slovakia, Esthonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Poland and four sections of Roumania—Old Roumania, 
Bessarabia, Bukowina, and Transylvania—and in Turkey, 680 credit and 
other co-operative societies with a membership of 292,300, and if there be 
added the clientéle of the loan hassas in Adrianople, Constantinople and 
Smyrna, over 300,000 reguiar members or clients regularly associated 
with the Foundation, so that directly and continuously no less than 
1,500,000 persons benefited. The Reconstruction Comittee had ex pended 
directly or indirectly about 3,010,000 dollars. 

Mr, JAMES N. ROSENBERG, Vice-Chairman of the Joint Distribution 


Committee, said that over 100,060,000 dollars had been contributed by © 


the Jews of America during the last fifteen years for the relief and aid of 
their brethren overseas. It had been repeatedly suggested that the 
Joint Distribution Committee should disband, seeing that it came into 
being fifteen years ago merely as a Temporary Emergency War Relief 
Committee. It had always been found, however, that the work must 
continue, because the consequences of the war were still being suffered 
by a new generation, and had penetrated with particular severity into the 
tives of the Jews of Eastern Europe. Referring to the Jewish Farm 
Settlements fostered by the Joint Distribution Committee, Mr. Rosenberg 
stated that, due to its efforts, 50,000 old settlers in Russia had their 
colonies re-established; 150,000 new colonists were on the soil in 
Ukraine, Crimea and White Russia; and 60,000 other people had been 
able to join producers co-operatives and thus support their families. By 
means of the farm settlement work, the Joint Distribution Committee 
had reached half a million people, or twenty per cent. of the Jewish 
population of Russia. 

Mr. JOSEPH C. HYMAN, Secretary of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
and the United Jewish Campaign, who visited Russia and Poland 
recently, said that there was a universal determination among the 
Jewish settlers to “stick it out.” While the life on the Steppes was 
hard, it was vastly better than the plight of the Jews in the Russian 
towns and cities where over 1,000,000 out of a total urban Jewish popula- 
tion of 2,600,000 were on the verge of complete ruin. Conditions in 
Bessarabia, Roumania and Poland were also precarious. In Bessarabia, 
for three years in succession there was a failure of crops followed by 
severe winters. Bread kitchens, soup kitchens and bread supplies had to 
be organised, and clothing bad to be distributed. In Roumania there 
were at least ten districts suffering from virtual famine with something 
like 8,500 Jews in dire need. In Poland, especially in the district that 
borders on Lithuania there are 36,000 Jews suffering, and this privation 
had undermined the health of Jews to an enormous extent. 5,600,000 
dollars had been spent thus far by the Joint Distribution Committee in 
settling oraiding the settlement of nearly 150,000 Jews on land of a pre-war 
value of 20,000,000 dollars. In Russia there are over 250,000 Jews on farms. 

The business of the Sunday session was devoted to reports from 
state delegates, and a total of 430,000 dollars was brought up by district 
representatives. 

Mr. LOUIS MARSHALL paid a tribute to the magnanimity of the 
American Jews in contributing so frecly towards the funds of the Joint 

The Executive Committee told them, he continued, that if they were 
to atop the good work now they would have tragic results and would lose 
much of what had been accomplished in the past. They still had to dea) 
with the acute problems that exist in Bessarabia, in Lithuania, and in a 
part of Poland. Of course, they must take care of these people. Nobody

Annual Convention. 
[From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 


The Seventeenth Annual Convention of the United Synag... «+ 
America, was held at the Hotel Astor, New York, on May 19th, 20th ana 
2ist, and was attended by eight-hundred delegates. | 

The proceedings were opened by Mr. Herbert 8. Golden, President 
of the United Synagogue, who said the object of the gathering was to 
deliberate and formulate plans of action for the promotion of Conserv. 
tive Judaism. Primarily the delegates were present to discuss a 4 iestion 
of tremendous importance not alone to the Organisation itself buat two 

‘American Israel—how best to find a place for the synagogue in modern 
life. 

The synagogue had for centuries been the source of inspiration and 
life to the Jew, but had now ceased to be a dynamo in his life. With a)! 
his prosperity, with all his material advance, he has ignored, in a large 
degree, his great heritage—his sacred religion. The Jew had failed’ to 
take proper measures to educate his children to all the grandeur, nobility 
and fineness of Judaism. There were a number of educational groups, 
some working through the Conservative element, others through the 
Orthodox and still others through the Reform movement. Taking them 
all combined, they had thus far been able to reach only a small percentage 
of the Jewish children. 

The United Synagogue of America, founded sixteen years ago by that 
ureat scholar and teacher, Professor Solomon Schechter, was one of the best 
agencies in America forthe promotion and perpetuation of the Jewish Iaith. 
During its existence, it had striven to be true to the purpose of its founder 
and had achieved some of his hopes to strengthen Judaism in the Syn.. 
gogue, the religious school and the home, to influence and inspire th« 
college student, the boy scout, the children in the settlement houses an: 
summer camps, the farming colonies as well as the outlying communities, 
large and small, throughout the country. 

By means of its publications, the United Synagogue and its Womens 
Leagues and Young People’s Leagues had: done much to “Judaise ” the 
home, to improve the congregational Service, to inform and inspire the 
mothers and daughters of Israel, so that they might be better prepare: 
for their sacred task of rearing an enlightened and reverent youth. 

In inany other ways it had been useful, by supplying rabbis, teachers. 
speakers, cantors, textbooksand curricula. By its employment Committee, 
teachers registry and cantors registry, it brought together rabbis and 
congregations, teachers and schools, cantors and synagogues. Evually 
useful had been its Bible classes and lecture bureaus. Manuals of 
various kinds, its organ, the UNITED SYNAGOGUE RECORDER, its festival! 
celebrations and holiday calendars, its conventions and regiona! confer- 
ences, its young people's services, its radio programmes, all these enter 
prises and others had served to disseminate a knowledge of and respe'! 
for Judaism, Sabbath Observance, religious education, and synagos'~ 
attendance. 

Rabbi SAMUEL M. Coney, Executive Director of the United Syna- 
gogue of America, declared that a number of surveys and studies mac 
during the past year indicated clearly that the trend of Jewish life |

The Monday Session was devoted to the Organisation of a Nationa! 
Session of Men's Clubs to co-ordinate religions, cultural, social ani 
recreational activities of the various men’s clubs affiliated with the 
United Synagogue congregations. 

Mr. NATHAN LEVY, the President-elect, said that he favoured the 
releasing of the Rabbi from extra-Rabbinical duties. The Rabbi niga 
not devote himself to study and preaching to the practical exclusion 
other communal needs. Many duties and responsibilities, once ae 
province of the layman, have fallen on his shoulders. To-day, oa 
Rabbi is concerved with finance, with .organisation problems, wit 
publicity, with social-and-secular-needs, which eat into bis time and into 
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the zeal with which he should pursue the religious interests of the 
community. 

On Tuesday, the various convention committees reported on executive 
leadership, vational organisations, resolutions, constitution and national 
membersbip. 

Resolutions were adopted expressing gratification on the consumma- 
tion of the J ewish National Agency ; opposing any calendar reform which 
would mean a “wandering” Sabbath; for co-operation with national 
and international organisations to safeguard the traditional Sabbath. 

Other resolutions endorsed the program and offered whole-hearted 
co-operation to the Jewish Committee on scouting, and expressing a 
desire to assist and co-operate with all other organisations seeking to 
educate Jewish children; voting appreciation to the National Broad. 
casting Company for courtesies extended to the United Synagogue and 
the Women’s League of that body in the broadcasting of weekly programs 
through its stations ; and expressing appreciation to the Anglo-Jewish, 
Jewish oud Metropolitan Press for its assistance in spreading information 
about the United Synagogue and its work. 

A resolution was also adopted favouring steps to promote the 
introduction of Hebrew as a selective sabject in the curriculum of the 
high schools and colleges of the Country, also voting to co-operate with 
apy bodies working to this same end. 

In connection with the Convention, a dinner was held at which the 
principal speaker was Acting Governor Lehman. At the close of the 
dinner a subscription of 20,000 dollars was added to the 500,000 dollars 
“drive” of the United Synagogue including acontribution of 3,000 dollars 
from Acting Governor Lebman.

Jewish Artisans. 


The First World Conference. 


Benthen, on the German-Poligh frontier, was last Sanday the scene 
of the opening of the first World Conference of Jewish Artisans. -About 158 
delegates were present from Poland, Germany, Yugo-Slavia, Belgium, 
Holland, Lithuania. Czecho-Silovakia, and France. Among the guests of 
honour were the Polish Consul-General, the local German authorities, 
and representatives of the Warsaw Departments of the Ica, the Joint 
Distribution Committee, and the Ort. 

The Chairmen of the Conference, Mr. Marcus and Mr. Wolf, outlined 
the work of the proposed World Union of Jewish Artisans. They stated 
that in spite of industrial developments Jewish Artisanship had good 
prospects and only needed credits and new markets. The World Union 
would be able to help it in these requirements. 

Mr. Ehrlich, in the name of the Zionists of the neighbouring town of 
Kattowitz, referred to the fact that forty-five years agoa great Zionist 
Conference held at Kattowitz, gave rise to the renaissance of Zionism. 
Mr. Lassner, of Poland, pictured the primitive conditions of work of the 
Polish Jewish artisans, especially of the 15,000 bootmakers. The 
thousands of bakers too must either adopt mechanical methods or clése 
down. The Belgian delegates described the position of the Jewish 
diamond workers, and the Lithuanian delegate, Mr. Gusevitch, spoke 
of the situation there and the sad plight of the actisans through the bad 
harvest. Written statements welcoming the formation of the Union were 
received from Palestine, Roumania, Hungary and Latvia. 

It was proposed that the new Union shou d establish a Central Park 
with many branches to give credits, a Central Depot to supply raw 
material and machinery at cheap rates, and a Scientific Commission te 
educate young Jewish artisans. They are also anxious to combat the 
boycott movement against the employment of Jewish artisans. 

After a two-days’ debate the Conference decided to establish a Union 
and to call it Keren Hamalachah, An Executive Committee representing 
eight countries has been elected, with Mr. Marcus (Berlin) as President, 
and Messrs. Wolf (Berlin) and Rassner (Warsaw) as Vice-Presidents. The 
Union will publish an organ in German and Yiddish, and the nxt 
Conference will be held in Antwerp in 1950. 


Stabbing Affray in Belgium.

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Atheism in Russia. 


Further Restrictions on Religious Teaching. 


The extent to which the anti-religious movement in Russia has gone 
ean be seen by the following communication from the Riga correspon- 
dent of Tue Times. He says: 

“The Soviet Government has instructed the Commissariat for 
Education to organise a special new ‘Inspectorate of Anti- Religious 
Propaganda,’ with branches in all district centres, to superintend the 
enforcement of the new law restricting the liberties of the Church and 
forbidding all religious propaganda. The authorities in Moscow have 
published a new decree, which has now been passed, altering several 
paragraphs of the Constitution of the R.S.F.S.R. The new text raises 
atheism to the status of a State dogma by deleting from the Constitution 
the phrases hitherto granting all religions and atheism equal freedom, 
and by formally granting to atheists a monopoly of the right to teach 
their beliefs.” 


Unemployment in White Russia. 


Government to Build Factories for Jews. 


The White Russian Government has decided to spend fifty-four 
million roubles within the next five years on the erection of twenty-eight 
factories in the Home! district, in order to find employment for eleven 
thousand Jews, in metal, glass and paper work, and in the production of 
matches. The Government recognises the Jews’ difficulty in finding 
work in the existing factories on account of anti-Semitic feeling, and 
it ie, therefore, anxious to build new factories for the benefit of the 
unemployed Jews.

Snap Vote Causes Crisis.

A difficult situation has arisen in the Warsaw Jewish Community by 
the victory of the combined forces of the Agudat Yisrael representatives 
and the Jewish Socialists at a meeting of the Jewish Communal Council. 
The victory was achieved as a result of the absence of nearly all the 
Zionist and Mizrachi members. This enabled the extremists of the Right 
and Left to pass bya snap vote a motion of no confidence in the Jewish 
Communal Executive, controlled by Zionists and Mizrachists and headed 
hy Deputy larbstein, the Polish Mizrachileader. The Council elected a 
Commission of seven members to act in the place of the Executive, but 
the Executive decided to disregard the vote of the Council on the ground 
that there was no quorum at the meeting. The Agudat Yisrac! and the 
Jewish Socialists, on the other hand threaten to withdraw their repre- 
rentatives frcm the Council unless the Executive resigns.

At present, in all the Christian schools in Turkey there does not exist a 
sinule religious emblem exposed to the view of the pupils. What is more, 
in the bie girls’ sehool of Notre Dame de Sion, at Pera, the passages and doors 
which vive access to the chapels are rigorously forbidden to the children. 
State supervision becomes more and more severe every day. The task is 
rendered the easier because half of the teaching staff of each school is to-day 
composed of Musulman instructors and instructresses nominated directly by 
the Government. 

Why is it that the parents affiliated to the Lodge B’né B'rith, beginning 
with the President, prefer to send their children to foreign schools and pay 
exorbitant school fees, rather than send them to the Jewish Lycee Bné 
Brith’ Simply because in the foreign schools the teaching is much superior 
and is carried on by Western professors. Is there one of these foreign schools 
which has consented to accept a Jewish child gratis or at a reduced price ? 
Not one ; because the aim pursued by the subsidised schools is totally different 
from those of the Scotch missionary schools, the last of which is already 
dying. It is true that frequenting non-Jewish schools cannot but weaken 
the religious sentiment in our children ; but, I repeat, that question has no 
connection with the conversionists’ problem adumbrated by Dr. Daiches. 
All the Ashgagoth of Constantinople make it a point of honour and actual 
sacrifice to. maintain their communal schools and to give poor children free 
relicious instruction. One rarely sees a Jewish Community like that of 
(onstantinople, which is so impoverished by the political and economic 
events of the last few years, make notwithstanding, such sacrifices, relatively 
s» important, for its charitable and edncational institutions and filled with 
such a spirit of Jewish union and solidarity. 

How, then, explain the report painted so black, sent to London by the 
Grand Lodge of Turkey ?

Perversion in Turkey.

To the Editor of Tor JewrsuH CHRONICLE.

Sin,--l deeply regret having involuntarily perturbed Rabbi Dr. >a!s 
Daiches. In the report of the Grand Lodge of Turkey it was stated, 
according to Dr. . Daiches, that the majority of our 
frequent missionary —-that is to say, conversionist— schools ; that the morais 
of our gitls cre deplorable from the Jewish point of view, and that the 
Community of Constantinople has deseended so low because of the indifference 
to all things Jewish which prevails in the large majority of the population — 
and indifference contracted on the benches of missionary schools. |) short, 
toread the report in question, it would seem that Jewish faith has disappeared 
from our hearts. The publication of such a report could not but produce the 
most disagreeable impression among the Western Jews, and, as a member of 
the Community, I thought it my most elementary duty to protest and to 
explain matters by saying that the situation, as described, did not co form to 
reality. 

The problem of conversions may have some basis in some count: ics. hat 
uncontestibly it does not exist for Turkey. I would even go so far a> to acd 
that, in my opinion, the danger has never seriously arisen in our countlys 
if one takes as a basis the entirely negative results achieved up till now by the 
Seotch mission. In-the opinion of their representative here, Turkey is & 
sterile country for them. ‘Phirty years ago, Haskeuy, the most important 
‘ghetto’ in Constantinople, was the eentre of missionary conversions? 
activities. Tuition was continually offered free to Jewish children, wit h help 
in money, medical care and clothes to their parents. Conference ha!'- and 
various attractions were set before our co-religionists, with the result that two = 


hildren 


Jews were, by means of large bribes, seduced and converted to make holy 
propaganda. 

The missionaries, moreover, had full seope for employing the maxi" 
of efforts without government restraint, and could use all the means in ()'" 
power to attain their aim, What was the final result 2? Not a single 


version, except the above-mentioned! The two Jews, besides, ultimate!y 
returned to their ancestral fold! The mission had to leave Haskeuy, with 
all their belongings. That is to say, they had to shut their schools, \ 
pensaries, etc., because the results were negative and, if I may say so, ‘'° 
territory unproductive, For the rest, if the learned Rabbi had had the 
opportunity of consulting the reviews then published for propaganda pur po-s 
by the mission, he would doubtless have seen there the claim made to @ 
dozen conversions every month in the suburb of Haskeuy alone. The se hool 
to which the learned Rabbi alludes in reproducing extracts of the ~ Record 
1924 is in Galata, next to the Banques. It is known throughout the world,

ie 0 bi inch of the ereche founded by the same organisation. It is at the 
door there. that, at night, until a few years ago, unnaturel mothers left their 
‘Hegitimate children. That was the basis for statements made of new baptisms 
among * he Jews. But for a few years past that school has lost its conver. 
sionist « haracter. Under direct State control, with Musulman teachers. t he 
New Testament is forbidden. I hope that Dr. Daiches will be com pletely 
reassure’ when J tell him that the number of Jewish children who attend the 
English course there does not exceed a dozen. And as a conclusive proof 
that the managers of the institution are disappointed by the negative results 
obtained and the severe control of the authorities, there is the fact that they 
ere shutting down in a few weeks, as was the case with other similar institi- 
tions in Haskeuy and other towns in Turkey. 

A fow months ago an interesting incident occurred in Brousse, where the 
correspondents of the principal American journals had offered their assistance. 
Two Musulman girls who frequent the American school of the town declared 
that their teacher had asked them to assist at a mass one Sunday. The 
Public Urosecuter institated an inquiry, which led to the arrest of the head- 
mistress and her assistant. The Correctional Tribune condemned them to 
three days imprwonment, subject to the confirmation of the Court of Cassation. 
The Girls School of the French Sisters of Charity of Smyrna was closed 
because the Mother Superior refused to remove the crucifix which she had 
placed in one of the recreation rooms of the school. It was not opened until 
the relivious emblem was removed and the headmistress threatened with 
prison ond deportation from Turkish territory in case of a repetition of ‘the 
offence. 

At present, in all the Christian schools in Turkey there does not exist a 
sinzic religious emblem exposed to the view of the pupils. What is more, 
in the big girls’ school of Notre Dame de Sion, at Pera, the passages and doors 


which give access to the chapels are rigorously forbidden to the children. 


State supervision becomes more and more severe every day. The task is 
rendered the easier because half of the teaching staff of each school is to-day 
composed of Musulman instructors and instructresses nominated directly by 
the Government. 

Why is it that the parents affiliated to the Lodge B’né B'rith, beginning 
with the President, prefer to send their children to foreign schools and pay 
exorbitant school fees, rather than send them to the Jewish Lycee Bné 
Brith’ Simply because in the foreign schools the teaching is much superior 
and is carried on by Western professors. Is there one of these foreign schools 
which has consented to accept a Jewish child gratis or at a reduced price ? 
Not one ; because the aim pursued by the subsidised schools is totally different 
from those of the Scotch missionary schools, the last of which is already 
dying. It is true that frequenting non-Jewish schools cannot but weaken 
the religious sentiment in our children ; but, I repeat, that question has no 
connection with the conversionists’ problem adumbrated by Dr. Daiches. 
All the Ashgagoth of Constantinople make it a point of honour and actual 
sacrifice to maintain their communal schools and to give poor children free 
relizious instruction. One rarely sees a Jewish Community like that of 
Constantinople, which is so impoverished by the political and economic 
events of the last few years, make notwithstanding, such sacrifices, relatively 
so important, for its charitable and edycational institutions and filled with 
such a spirit of Jewish union and solidarity. 

How, then, explain the report painted so black, sent to London by the 
Grand Ledge of Turkey ? The author of the document, when questioned, 
declared to the President and to the Jewish Press in Constantinople that his 
aim was to impress his colleagues in England in order to get further financial 
eid tor the Jewish schools which are in distress. I am of the opinion that, 
even taking into consideration the worthy object he had in view, he had no 
reht to represent the whole Constantinople Community, of more 
than 70,000 people, with its glorious past, as decayed and perverted to the 
last degree. I hope that the learaed Rabbi will forgive, in the circumstances, 
my intervention,

Salads for Luncheon and Supper. 


Fish Salad. 


FLAKE any kind of cold cooked fish, removing all skin and bones: 
add the chopped whites of one or two eggs, a few capers, and one or 
two shredded gherkins. Season with salt and pepper, and dress with 
mayonnaise sauce. Heap up im the centre of a bowl, put a border of 
Shredded lettuce around, and garnish with tomatoes cut in quarters and 
the yolk of egg passed theough a sieve. 


Tongue and Spinach Saiad. 
LS TAKE some sieved spinach and season with salt, pepper and lemon 
juice. Press it into greased egg cups or dariole moulds, and icave till 
cold.

Jews Deaf and Dumb . Home. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual! yeneral Court of the Governors and subscribers of the Jews’ 
Deaf and Dumb Home was held on Sunday, at the Home, 101, Nightingsle 
Lane, S.W. 

The President, Sir E. Srern, presented the 58th annual report, in the 
course of which it is stated that during the past year the number on the roll 
had been maintained, the totel averaging 50. In March the Rev. Michael 
Adler, B.A., D.S.0., inspected the classes in Hebrew and religious instruction, 
and reported that the general results were satisfactory, the pupils, in spite 
of their serious handicep, having acquired a considerable amount of know- 
ledge. They were able to read Hebrew quite well, and had learnt a few 
passages of translation of the Prayer Book. Thanks to the ¢fforts of 
the After-Care Committee, the children were placed in suitable employment 
upon leaving the Home, and the Sub-committee, of which Miss H. Schlesinger 
was the hon. sec., looked efter the children until they reached the age of 
twenty. The receipts from subseriptions and donations had shown some 
improvement during the year. Although the most rigid economy was exer- 
cised consistent with efficiency, the expenditure was considerably in excess 
of the income of the Home, so that the committce earnestly selicited donations 
and subscriptions. The Aid Society had again very materially augmented 
the funds of the Home by contributing £910, 

THE REV. MICHAEL ADLER TO RESIGN. 


Sir EpWARD STERN announced that the Rev. Micheel Adler, who had 
been the hon. sec. since the deeth of the Rev. Isaec Semue', had intimated his 
intention of retiring from that position. He need not sey how much they 
all regretted Mr. Adler's decision, and he had tried to get him to change his 
mind. but without success, Sir Edward added that he took that opportunity 
of thanking Mr. Adler, on their behalf, for the services which he had rendered 
the Home. _ They were grateful to the Principal, Miss Davids, and the staff, 
for their services. Their finances were in need of great help, and since the 
dinner which was heid at the beginning of the month they were on a firmer 
basis. But they needed as many more subscribers es possible. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Percy H. Josern, in submitting the accounts, said 
that these were not eltogether unsat isfactory, for there had been a number of 
items on the income side which showed increases on the past vear. He made 
special mention of the Aid Society, whose contribution of £910, he said, was 
the second largest which they had ever received from the Society. Mr. 
Joseph essociated himself with the expressions of regret at the resignation of 
the Rev. Michael Adler. 

- Qn the motion of Sir Edward Stern, the report and belance-sheet were 
adopted. Sir Edward was re-elected president. } 

Mr. ApLer thenked the President and Treasurer for the tributes paid 
to him. He congratulated Sir Edwerd Stern, Mr. Percy Joseph, and Major 
Stern on the success of the recent dinner. The sum collected was the largest 
ever resulting from a public dinner in aid of the Home, 

The Treasurer and General and House Committees were re-elected,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ Heal me O Lord, and I shall be healed, save me and I shall be 
saved for Thou art my praise.’—Jeremiah avii., 14, 

Jeremiah, not unuaturally regarjed as the most pessimistic of 
prophets, allows himself in the words which conclude our Haphiorah, 
the expression of a few striking words of hope and optimism. Iie, who 
conceived it to be his duty to expose the festering wounds of bis people, 
to stress their weakness and to foretell their doom can call upon God for 
healing, can look to [lim with confidence for that strength that shall 
bring to bim and to them the salvation they so dearly need. The figure 
of the physician is a favourite one in Jewish teaching. Jeremiah speaks 
quite a number cf times of the healing that Israel so badly needs, the want 
of the true medicine, the absence of the competent leader. Moses taught 
Israel very «arly in their history the connection between physical and 
spiritual sickness and the analogy bet ween physical and spiritual remedies. 
The bitter waters of Marah are made sweet bya marvellous remedy. But 
Israel learns far more there than appears on the face of the miracle. God is 
revealed to them as the great physician, INDY T°3N°%D. Hecould heal their 
sickpesses and eweeten tothem the bitternesses of life. But he reveals to 
them also that message of all goo] physicians, that health is better than 
healing and that obedience tolaw is the condition of health (Exodus xv., 26). 
(jo9d is the great Tbysician, for health and disease cmanate from the 
same Divine source: “I wound and I heal.” (Deut. xxxii. 39.) But God 
works through buman ag ney. Those who devote themselves to the art 
of healing, those who minister to the health of their fellows are messengers 
of God. So much is this the Jewish conception, that one of the archangels, 
Kaphael, as his name implies, has assigned to him in Jewish mysticism, 
the special task of healing the sick. And what is entrusted to an angelic 
hand is 4 tisk that can only honour all those who undertakeit. So we find 
‘he prophets acting as God's agents to bring back life to a little child 
i Kings xvii: II Kings iv.) to restore the paralysed hands of a king (I Kings 
sili) or to prescribe a poultice for a despairing monarch (II Kings xx). 
But they act most frequently as advocates of a moral change that 
mast accompany any attemp’ at physical regeneration. Yet even the 
preservation of physical well-being is regarded in the light of the per- 
formance of a religious duty, that frequently takes precedence of and 
often overrides other important religious observances. “Ye shall there- 
fore keep my statutes and my judgments which if a man do, he shall / ve 
by them.” is a principle that applies to all the Divine commands. “He 
shall live by them.” To this the Rabbis add the commentary, “And not 
dic though them.” Therefore, whenever danger to life comes through 
the observance of a law, that law may be, nay, must be put aside, 
unless its transgression invo'ves one of the fundamental prohibitions 


against idolatry, murder or adultery. The neylect of health was in. 


itse'f an act of sin. Probably Judaism is the only creed in 
which sanitation, clean iness and pbysical purity have become an 
essential part of the religious system, and thus offer such apt 
illustrations for the mental and spiritual ideals of the higher life. 
The control of bodily appetite may so well be enlarged and extended 
to a control of human passions. The exclusion from the camp in which 
God walks, of any sort of bodily defilement, leads logically to that santi- 
fication of spirit that alone can be consonant with the presemce among 
liis people of the God of the spirits of all flosh. And conversely, 


a sense of the dignity of man, of the bigh possibilities of the human 


soul lends a certain sacredness to the body—the casket that contains 
the precious jewel. Nay, it lends a sacredness to human life itselt 
that is peculiar to Jewish thought and practice. He who says “I will 
expose myself to danger, it is my own responsibility,” is to be punished. 
His life belongs to God, not to himself. 

It can therefore be well understood how highly the office of physician 
was held in ancient Israel. Ben Sirah in Ecclestasticus gives expression 
to the esteem in which the man was held whose office was the healing of 
the sick. And he shows how full trust in the doctor’s skill may go hand 
in hand with a sense of dependence on the Divine physician for healing 
and recovery. “ My son, in thy sickness be not negligent, but pray unto 
the Lord and He shall heal thee. Put away wrong-doing and order thine 
hands aright. And cleanse thy heart from all manner of sin, then give 
place to the physician, for verily the Lord hath created him. There isa 
time when in their very hands is the issue for good. For they also shall 
beseech the Lord, that He may prosper them in giving relief and in 
healing for the maintenance of life.” 

There is no such distrust of human endeavours in the cure of sick- 
ness, as is prevalent in certain religious circles, where the reality of pain 
and suffering is denied and the office of the physician despised. But 
there is also no denial of the close connection between physical, mental 
aud spiritual health and their reaction on one another. Judaism has 
taught us to combine a spiritual outlook with our physical activities, to 
use “the limbs He has spread forth upon us, the spirit and breath He has 


breathed within us,” to thank and bless our God by a better service and 


by @ keener will, due to renewed health and strength, granted us through 


the agency of those to whom He has given of the knowledge that helps to 


beal humanity. 


. good conduct and the threat of castigation for misbehaviour. 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath ‘7)M3, Leviticus xxvi., 3, to end of the Book. 


XAVI. The Higher Critics are unanimous in assigning this chapter 
to the time of the Babylonian Exile, about the end of the sixth «. ntury, 
They contend that the picture which is there drawn of the calamitios 
which would overwhelm the people in the event of disobedienc: ;. the 
Divine legislation was drawn from actual experience, since it fits ; vactly 
the conditions of that age. Toone who is not fettored by a hidebonnd 
theory, such an argument must surely appcar singularly unconvincing, 
and that theory is that there is no prediction in the Bible. Is it, then. eo 
hard to believe that God, in His desire that Israel should be faiti')) to 
the Covenant, should forewarn them that terrible consequences woy\a 
follow on their dis'oyalty? Aud what other form of punishment conjy 
have been foreshadowed than moral disintegration and national decline, 
resulting in the horrors of invasion and captivity ? 


To a primitive people, in the early stages of its national existence, 
such a promise of reward and punishment in connection with a code of 
laws is as natural as the offering of material inducaments to a child for 
The Jewish 
scholar, Hoffmann, has rightly pointed out that we have a precedent for 
this in a much more ancient code than the Pentateuch, viz., that of 
Hammurabi, who was contemporaneous with the patriarch Abrabam. 
At the end of the legislation there is a lengthy exhortation. “If that 
man,” the king declares, “ heeds my words that I have engraved upon 
my pillar, departs not from my laws, alters not my words, changes not 
my sculptures, then may Shamash (the sun-god from whom the laws were 
supposed to have originated) make the sceptre of that man to endure as 
long as !, the king of justice, and to lead his people with justice.” 

Hammurabi then deals with the case where “that man heeds not my 
words,” and he invokes all the gods in bis pantheon to bring condign 
punishment upon the sinner. “ May the lord Bel allot him a rebcilion 
which his band cannot quell. The breath of his ruin may he breathe 
upon his throne, years of sighing, fewness of days, years of famine, 
darkness without light, and a death with open eyes. May his deep mouth 
decree him the overthrow of his city, the dispersion of his people, the 
removal of his royalty, and the annihilation of his name and memory iu the 
land.” Thisisonly one of thirteen paragraphs of curses with which the Baby- 
lonian code ends. No scholar, so faras Lam aware, dreams of arguing that 
this exhortation is an addition to what Hammurabi had written, because 
instances may have occurred where city-states collapsed through the 
lawlessness that prevailed in them. Similarly one necd not hesitate to 
believe that the original statement of the laws in Leviticus, which were 
given to govern and preserve the national life of Israel, included the 
warning that prosperity or ruin was involved in their loyalty or 
disloyalty. 


Verse 1. “Statutes.” The Rabbinic definition of the term is such 
ordinances as apparently have no rational basis and are only observed 
because they are commanded by God. Man could, eg., without a 
divine revelation have arrived at the conclusion that theft and 
murder are ethically wrong; but he could not have devised 
for himself a prohibition like not wearing a garment of mixed 
materials. The latter comes, therefore, within the category of 
“ statutes.” It seems more probable, -however, that whereas OXCDZO are 
the principles which regulate the relationship between man and man 1) 
their daily affairs, 0°39" and MPM are the principles which determine bis 
relationship towards the State or the community of which he is 4 
member. This would naturally involve his obligations towards bis king ; 
and so, in the case of an Israelite, towards God. Such a definition is 
borne out by the verb on “to walk” which is often used in connection 
with the term. Like the later Rabbinic word mo>7, it signifies more 
than obedience to a specific enactmént, and includes the idea of con- 
formity with the standards of living which are set to the community % 4 
who'e. Our modern expression “to live the Jewish life” would corrcs- 
pond exactly to the Biblical phrase “ to walk in God’s statutes.”

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Conncil for the Amelioration of the Legal Position of the Jewess 
has issued its annual report. The objects of the Council are: To press 
only for such measures of relief as would bring practical help to women 
who, under existing laws, would be liable to suffer serious hardsh!)), 
leaving aside all such smaller grievances as might prejudice the main 
issue ; to consult with Jewish communal workers in all lands respectins 
the legal difficulties of Jewesses; to consult with Jewish scholars as (0 
the best methods and arguments to employ in order to obtain the desired 
results; and to lay women’s considered demands ultimately before 4 
Conference of Orthodox Rabbis. After surveying the various activities 
of the Council during the year, the report concludes : 


The Council wishes to lay stress upon the fact that itis com entirely 
of Orthodox communal workers, some Zionist, some non-Zionist, striving |! 
unison for the improvement of conditions both in Palestine and other lands 
The Council feels that all well-wishers should be greatly encouraged by the 
course which has been adopted by the Conference of Ang o-Jewish Preachers, 
and y bugs Board of Deputies of British Jews, in urging that the initial steps 
may taken for convening a Universal Rabbinical Assembly. Such a» 
Assembly would have power to deal with the legal disabilities of Jewesses oe 
over the world; and it is hoped that this project will receive the moral an: 
ren rg support of all who can help, even in the smallest degree, to bring it to 

ruition, 


Now that the scope of the work is extending, the Council believes that 
the time has come when it may confidently appeal for financial support 
to the Community. Mrs. Ernest Lesser is the President, and Miss L, 
Hands, 57, Portsdown Road, W.9, is the Hon. Organising Secretary. 
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‘the Cairo Jewish con mmity celebrated, on 
Tebeth 20. 5689, the 725th Jahrzeit of the death 
of Maimonides, who died on Tebeth 20, 4965— 
ie. December 13, 1204, at Cairo. We are told 
that the Fuyptian paper Mokatiam expressed great 
pride in Eyypt having produced two great Moseses—- 
iv. Moses ben Amrim and Moses ben Maimon. 
It is true that, according to our tradition, Egypt 
gave (on Adar 7, 3321 years ago) Moses ben Amram 
to the world, but the eradle of Moses ben Maimon 
stood in Cordova, where he was born on Nisan 14— 
March 30, 1135. The Eve of Passover is a famous 
date in Jewish history, for on this day the last of 
the ureat Geonéim, Rab Hai, died (March 28, 1038), 
and »'most 100 years later one of the greatest 
Rabbis, Maimonides, was born. 

The first great work of Maimonides was his 
commentary on the Mishnah. The original was 
written in Arabic, and the tithe was Book of Light 
(Sefer Hammaor, or Kitab el-Siraj), which is, up 
till now, one of the most usefal handbooks for the 
study of the Mishnah. The work was finished in 
the year 1165, in Spain, according to some, accord- 
ing to others in 1168 in Egypt. It was known that 
Bodies Library, in Oxford, possessed this com- 
mentary on Mishnah Zera ‘im, once belonging to a 
ureat grandson of the immortal author, namely, 
Solomon ben David ben Abraham ben Moses ben 
Maimon. The Bodleian acquired this manuscript 
from Dr. Robert Huntington, Bishop of Raphoe, 
in the year 1693, who procured his Oriental collec- 
tion while holding the post of chaplain to the 
merchants at Aleppo.

After having clearly verified the subject and written 
the true state of matters in the Mischneh Torah. 
then we corrected the subject in the Mishna/ 
commentary. Smilarly there are, in the first 
recension, many passages like this, except the ten 
questions which we decided. there in each query 
according to the view «f the Ceon Hagqeonim, 
we searched their places, corrected them, and they 
are known unto you” (Responswm No. 138). In 
another. letter, addressed to Joseph ben Judah ibn 
‘Aknin, Mam »nides writes about a critic of his 
works saying: “ And all these conclusions which 
he confuses and all the questions which he raises, 
they are all in my comm ntary on the Mishnah: 
however, I will correct them with the help of 
the Almighty, in their proper places. And God 
knows that in most cases I was misled by closely 
following the words of the Geonim, like Rabbenu 
Nissim’s (ben Jacob of Kairuwan) Meghillath 
Setharim and R. Hefes’ Sefer Hammizicoth, and 
others whose great honour prevents me from men- 
tioning their names. I never in my life boasted of 
never having made a mistake, just the reverse ; 
if I made certain that what I have written either 
as my own or from any other source, | always 
changed my views in my works as wel! as in my 
nature, if 1 were convinced of my errors.” Now, 
the manuscript before us furnishes ample proof for 
the truth of his own humble confession, indeed, not 
only lines, but in one place almost.a whole pege is 
struck off. In the latter case there is a marginal 
note by Maimonides saying: “ Delete, since it is 
unnecessary for our purpose.” Many places show 
traces of the original reading where the new, 
corrected version is written over the lines. Some 
others were entirely erased and the new version 
was placed in their stead. The manuscript has a 
lacuna of one leaf, which was completed by no one 
else than by. the author's great son, R. Abraham, 
who inherited his father’s position in contemporary 
Jewry as well as his father’s great zeal and love for 
Jewish learning. Three glosses preserve the son's 
corrections and references to the Hibbur respec- 
tively, signed by Abraham—i.c., the son of 
Maimonides. The manuscript was for centuries 
in the library of Maimonidés’ descendants, who can 
be traced till the turn of the fourtéenth century. 
Later-on it came into the possession of the “Abadi 
family in Aleppo. 

Ten years élapsed between the completion of the 
Mishnah commentery end the writing of the reel 
gigantic work of Maimonides, which immortalised 
his name for gli generations of the pest and the 
future, nemely his Yad Hahazakah, also eelled the 
Mishneh Torah or Hibbur generally, It was really 
destined to systemetise the study of the Telmud, 
and its great influence is as fresh to-day as et the 
time of its first publication. The manuscript to 
be described here may give some idea about the 
external history of the work. I letely ecquired a 
manuscript of the Mishneh Torah with the glosses 
of Meimuni (Haggahoth Maimuniyyoth) by R. Meir 
Hakkohen, a pupil of R. Meir ben Berookh of 
Rothenburg, written on 1,076 pages in @ cursive 
hand by a Germen scribe, Jacob the son of the 
martyr Joseph Hellevy, on behalf of Mordecai 
ben R. Moses. The work was completed on Fridey,

(} Tebeth, 5116, that is Januerv, 1356. The 
Mishneh Torah itself was also written in a German, 
but square handwriting, by a scribe celled Judsh, 
ehout whom I cannot furnish farther perticular-. 
The huge sized book gives the glosses of Meimonides 
end the Responsa atteched to the work with meny 
edditions end varients from the printed editions. 
This work of the German scribes travelled very 
ter indeed. In the sixtenth century, exactly 
in the year 1566, it was in the’ possession of a 
Htakham Nissim, a member of the family Hazzan 
Joseph of Mardin, who dedicated the book to the 
synagogue of Mardin. Lately Professor Krawex 
honoured me with a reprint of one of his learned 
orticles on the synagogues in the East. Now he 
will be able to add the synagogue of Mardin to his 
list. Mardin, a town of Turkish Kurdisten. ia 
situated between Diarbekir and Nisibis, the ancient 
seat of scholars in the period of the Tannaim end 
Amorarm. It is interesting thet whilst this work 
of Germen scribes found its way to Mardin, another 
work, Ibm Kemmune’s TJankih e¢l-Behath. 
very importent end famous book in Jewish polemics 
and apologetics, was written by Azariah the Prince. 
the son of Yahelelel the Prince, for ObediahKemr! 
ud-Daule Abd el-Khalik, son of Jonah of Merdin, 
at Baghdad in the year 1341, which found its way 
to a Europeen library. Anyhow, we see that there 
must heve been a Jewish settlement in Mardin 
from the fourteenth to the sixteenth century. 
The manuscript is written on vellum. The margins 
in several places are cut off, for the parchment was 
used for emulets, local people ettaching specie! 
sacredness to this Codex. 1 may mention here 
in passing that there are many manuscripts which 
were used by locel communities in the East es 
charms, for instance the Bible of Rebbi Shem Tot 
ben Abraham ibn Gaon. 

Another megnificent exemple of this Code 
written on 778 peges by a Spenish Jew found its 
wey to Italy and came into the possession of a 
well-known book-collecting family, namely the 
Fano family in Ferrere. The last owner was 
Elijah ben Isaec of Fano who possessed the Codex 
in the yeer 1623. This menuscript is beautifully 
ituminated end is a wonderful exemple of Hebrew 
cealligrephy. ‘There ere many glosses on the margins 
by contemporary euthors, ic, of the fourteenth 
century. 

From Germany and Spain we turn to a country. 
where the influence of Mainionides execeded all. 
other writers and codifiers. The reader will 
understand thet Yemen is meant. Here the 
Yad Hahazakah was copied, studied and commented 
on. In the fifteenth century a writer, Yahya bin 
Suleiman el-Israili, also known as Zecheriah ben 
Solomon Harofe, wrote commentaries on the Hihhur 
in the form of questions and answers. This 
author, who wrote in the first quarterof the fifteenth 
century, compiled an Arabic-Hebrew exegetical 
work on the Pentateuch and Haftaroth known undet 
the title Midrash Hahefes, of which several recen- 
sions exist. The commentator used very frequently 
the comments and other works of a descendant of 
Maimonides, i.c., the Naghid Joshua. It will not be 
out of place to mention that there is a super- 
commentary on the last work by an author who 
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gives his name as ‘Alwal ben Nedregal Hallevy, 
who is unknown to bibliogtaphers. There is 
another Yemenite writer of the early fifteenth 
century who commented on various works of 
Maimonides, I mean Heter ben Solomon el-Dhamari. 
It will not be out of place to mention that Yemenite 
writers glorify in their poems the name end the 
works of Moses ben Meimon. Thus, in & poem

For the compilation of their most precious and 
anique possession, the Bible, the Jews are indebted 
to their priests, their scribes, their rulers, and their 
prophets. Every people has had its scribes, 
ut historians, and its ecclesiastic and civil rulers—- 
its priests and kings; but the Jews were unique 
in the important: rile played by their prophets, 
who were neither priests nor politicians by pro- 
fession, but bold reformers of the present and vivid 
dreamers of the future. ‘To their prophets, above 
oll, the Jews are indebted for the preservation of 
the spevial features which distinguish them from 
th» other peoples of ancient history—their con- 
Vietion that they were a peculiar, divinely-chosen 
people ; their simple, monotheistic faith ; and their 
firm belief that, despite heavy chastisement for 
their many backsliding, forgiveness would ulti- 
metely follow repentance, and that their mission 
would persist throughout the ages, to proclaim the 
unity end goodness of God. The prophets who, 
efter the Mosaic age, achieved the greatest fame 
in these respects lived during the fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth: centuries before the present 
Christian era. 

The essence of prophecy is popularly regarded to 
consist in foretelling the distant or the unimagined 
future. But this is an error. The disasters which 
these prophets foretold related mainly to approach- 
ing Invasions, much as in modern times the near- 
coming of the Great War or the break up of the 
Austrian Empire might have been foretold by the 
wisest among us. If they—Jewish prophets—elso 
foretold the distant future, they were but expressing 
broad ideals, rather than predicting definite events, 

Indeed, nabi, the Hebrew generic name for 
prophet,” does not essentially mean foretelling, 
but forth-telling—announcing God’s will and 
commands, So, too, the Greek word TPOGHTHC 
originally siguified “* One who speaks on behalf of ” 
(tod); and our word “ soothsayer” meant “ One 
who declares the truth.” Thus all three words 
came to exchange their original, broader, higher 
meaning for a narrower, lower one. 

The word nabi is said not to have belonged to the 
old Semitic vocabulary, and to be a late word in 
Arabic.. Its strict sense is shown in Exodus vii, }, 
when Moses, after complaining to God that he is 
no fit speaker to plead before Pharaoh, receives 
the comforting assurance: “ Aaron, thy brother, 
shall be thy prophet,” that js to say, “ shall speak 
om behalf of thee,” Even Abraham is described in 
God's dream to King Abinielech as a prophet :

nemely, R. Eliezer Ashkenezi, who provided the 
text with many glosses, which show him to be well 
versed in Greck end Arebic philosophy. An earlier 
manuscript, which is also in 2 cursive Spenish hand, 
probably of the ecrly Mth century, is becutifully 
illuminated end was most probebly in the pos- 
session of the Royal Family of Leon. This assertion 
is based on full-page illuminction with e coroncted 
lion in gold representing the lion of Leon and 
Castile. Besides this fully illuminated pege, the 
title-page also gives the neme of the transletor, 
Samuel ben Judzh ibn Tibbon, in gold, covering 
the whole pege. The manuscript is throughout 
profusely illumineted in gold and rich colours. 
The latter wes carried by some of the exiles from 
Spain, the country of its origin, to Asia Minor, 
where it was in the possession of Sulten Abdul 
Hamid’s physicien, Bekhor Levy, of Constanti- 
nople, who dicd in 1899, in Smyrna. The former

of interpreting of God's will and commands, did not 
attain its higher fine! form before passing through 
a coarser period of slow evolution. 

Prophecy, in its widest sense, must be regarded 
as one of the many forms of divination—the revele- 
tion of super-human knowledge releting to man’s 
past, present or future. Among the forms of 
divination in vogue in carly civilizations may be 
mentioned the taking of omens, as practised, for 
example, by observing the constelletion of the 
stars, the flight of birds, or the entrails of animals, 
These are distinctly 
un-Jewish forms of divinetion—un-Jewish because 
they involve indirect revelation by the aid of 
material intermediaries. Certein other forms of 
divina*ion—¢.g., as practised through consultation 
of oracles, erystal-gazing, and dreams, make a 
nearer approach to the final Jewish modes of 
divinetion. Consultation like these was em- 
ployed from an early date in Jewish history, when 
a person, be he citizen or king, wished to know 
something thet wes hidden from him—-e.g., how 
he might be cured of sickness, where some lost 
object wes to be found, or whether e journey or 
warlike expedition was to be attended with success. 
Thus, when Saul lost his father’s asses, his servant 
said to him: * Behold, now there is in this city a 
man of God and held in honour: 2h the* he saith 
cometh surely to pass: now let us go thither: 
peradventure he can shew us our way that we 
should go... And the servant answered Saul 
again arid said, Behold, I have here ct hand the 
fourth. part. of a shekel of silver: that thou canst 
give to the man of God, to tell us our way... 
Then said Saul to his servant, Well said ; come, let

And when it was told to 
Saul, he sent other messengers and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers again for the 
third time, and they prophesied also. Then went 
he slsoto Ramah. . . . And he stripped off his 
clothes also and prophesied before Samuel in like 
manner, and lay down naked all that day and all 
that night. . « .. (I Sam. xix, 20-24). So, too, 
Elisha was approached by bands of young prophets 
at Bethel and at Jericho (II Kings ii, 3, 5), and had 
hunself a band of “ .e sons of the prophets” at 
Giluel (bid. iv, 38), and in the neighbourhood of 
Jordan (ibid. vi, 1-4). He sent one of them to 
anoint Jehu King of Israel, and to direct the 
slauchter of the pagan Queen Jezebel and Ahab’s 
house (IL Kings ix, 1-10).

So, too, the ecstatic state was perpetuated 
amony the so-called prophets attached to the 
Christian church during its first two centuries. 
and among saints and others after its ecclesiastica! 
condemnation as devilish. It is, indeed. not vet 
wholly extinct in the Jews—among the Chaseidi» 
nor among the modern Moslems. 

The Hebrew prophets ‘were not confined to 
members of any guild or fraternity. Thus Amox 
insisted: “I an no nabi, neither am I a nal’. 
son; but I am a herdman and a dresser of even. 
mores ; and the Lord took me aw av from following 
the flock, and the Lord said unto me, Go. prophesy 
unto my people Israel. . .” (Amos vii, 14-16). 
too, we are told of Elisha, how he “ was ploughing 
with twelve yoke of oxen before him and he with 
the twelfth, and Elijah passed by him and cast 
his mantle over him. And he left the oxen and 
ran after Elijah and said, Let me, 1 pray thee, kiss 
my father and mother and then I will follow thee 
Pere (I Kings xix, 19, 20). On the other han«l, 
prophets might have an aristocratic origin. Thus 
Isaiah was of high social rank, Zephaniah Was & 
cousin of the King Josiah, Ezekiel was the son of 
a priest. 

We know, too, that marriage was not forbidden 
to the prophets. Hosea’s wife, Gomer, proved 
unfaithful to him, and appears later to have become 
a slave, for Hosea buys her back, saying: © Thou 
shalt abide alone for me many days: thou shalt 
not play the harlot, and thou shalt not be for 
another man: so will I be for thee” (Hos. iii “*), 
He recognises his wife's faithlessness and alter- 
history as due to God’s command and as providing 
a close analogy, which he fully develops, to the 
behaviour of Israel towards God. “ For the and,” 
he says, ““doth commit great harlotry, departing 
from the Lord’ (Amosi,2). Yet in the end shall 
the children of Israel return and seek the Lord 
their God . ... and shall hasten eagerly to the Lord 
and to his goodness in the latter davs ” (Amos ii, 
5). 

Isaiah has a wife whom he calls by the name of 
nebiah (Isaiah viii, 3). 

And Ezekiel gives the following touching account 
of his own wife's death. “‘ Also the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, Son of man, behold, 
Iam taking away from thee the desire of thine eyes 
with a stroke: yet neither shalt thou mourn nor 
weep, neither shall thy tears run down. Forbear 
to cry, make no mourning for the dead, bind the 
tire of thine head upon thee, and put thy shoes 
upon thy feet, and cover not thy lips and eat not 
the bread of men. So I spake unto the people in 
the morning: and at even my wife died ; and I did 
in the morning as I was commanded ” (Ezek. xxiv, 
15-18). 

Women themselves might be prophetesses— 
e.g., Miriam, Deborah, Huldah, among others. 
False prophetesses, as well as false prophets, are 
denounced throughout the Bible. 

With the building of the Temple, the priestly 
and the prophetic functions began to be clearly 
differentiated from one another. Their distinction 
is well seen later in the history of the first two 
centuries of the Christian Church, when it regarded 
prophets and prophcetesses, not less than ecclesiasti- 
cal officials, as essential to its organisation. They 
wandered then from place to place, preaching, 
unattached to any congregation, and they were 
expected during such wanderings to lead an ascetic 
life, But if they chose to settle down, they were 
at. liberty to do so, and were then liberally main- 
tained by the congregations among whom they 
settled. Dishonest prophets were then, as always, 
numerous ; and the ecclesiastical officials opposed 
not only them, but also the more honest kind as 
the churches became too worldly to obey their 
well-deserved admonitions. Ultimately prophecy 
was pronounced by the church to be extinct, and 
it seems to have ceased 28 a vocation in the third 
century of the Christian era. 
~ So, too, in earlier Biblical times, the true prophets 
lived a life wholly independent of regal and priestly 
influence. No doubt they often led a wandering 
existence. By the eighth century before the 


Christian era, those whose works were best worth 
preserving and consequently have come down to 
us, had largely given up the practices of telling 
fortunes and of -working They were 
generally a body of free and independent preachers 
in the cause of religious and national welfare. now 
inveighing, as Amos did, against the oppression 
of the poor by the wealthy, and against rictous 
living and the futility of mere ritual in worship — 
fasts and sacrifices—and proclaiming the stern 
righteous justice of God, who will especially visit 
punishment on His chosen people for their sins ; 
now stressing rather, as did Hosea, God's loving 
kindness and sympathy towards His children, 
despite their ingratitude for ‘all His past favours ; 
now combining, as did Isaiah, the “ tough." and 
* tender ”-minded standpoints of Amos and Hosea : 
and, finally, visualizing the golden age of a universal 
peace, with Zion. as the centre of the world, for the 
diffusion of true religion. 

We have already recalled examples of the bravery 
of the prophets before the Kirgs of Israel, in 
obedience to their sense of public duty and to divine 
inspiration. It will remembered, too, how 
Elijah fled for his life, threatened by Jezebel, 
Ahab’s queen (I Kings xix, 2); how the roch Hanani 
was imprisoned by King Asa for venturing to 
prophesy ill to him (1 Chron. xvi, 7-10). We may 
also recall the complaint which Amaziah, privet 
of Bethel, made to Jeroboam, Kirg of Israet, 
that Amos was conepiring against him, end 
Amaziah’s eflort to persuade Amos to prophesy no 
longer at the roval sanctuary of Beth-el, but te 
remove himself to his native land, the southern 
country of Judah, and to prophesy there (Ames vii, 
10-13). 

Against the pric st and their successors the 
prophets were continually warring for their 
idolatrous ritual and unworthy conduct, and in 
many instances for their prectical efforts to-preser ve 
Judaism by fencing it in with innumerable pro- 
hibitive laws, instead of ideally offerirg a sinrplh, 
monotheistic worship to the world. The measures 
taken by Josiah to restrict the worship of Jehoveh 
to the Temple itself, thus abolishing the many 
scattered shrines, which had always proved an 
encouraging scource of idolatrous contamination, 


he 


resulted in an outcrop of ecclesiasticism and ritual- $ 
ism, the excesses of which were, naturally, com- ; 
batted by the prophets. Jeremiah’s sermons, | 


preaching against the sufficiency of merely matcrial 
offerings and sacrifices, and urging repentance, 
obedience and righteousness, were burnt by King 3 | 
Jehoiakim. Preaching, too, the universal character } 
of the worship of Jehovah, and denouncing both 

the priests and prophets of his day, he (Jeremiah) 
was regarded as a traitor to his people, was driven | | 
from place to place, and was finally carried off to ' 
Egypt, where, according to tradition, he wes | 
stoned to death. 

We cannot but marvel at the indomitable courage, 
the unswerving fidelity, and the whole-hearted 
sincerity of the prophets. If we seek the reasons 
for these characters, we shall find them in the 
writings of the prophets themselves. One after 
another, they tell us that they could not help 
prophesying, even when unwilling, as in the case of 
Jonah, they were ultimately compelled to do so, 
convinced that God was speaking through them. 
Says Amos; “‘ The lion hath roared, who will not 
fear ¥ the Lord God hath spoken, who can but 
prophesy 7°’ (Amos iii, 8). And Isaiah: “ For 
the Lord spake thus to me while the Hand (of 
costasy) grasped me. , ..” (Isaiah viii, 11). And 
especially Jeremiah, renowned at once for his 
diffidence and his steadfastness : *‘ Then the word 
of the Lord came unto me saying, Before I formed 
thee in the belly I knew thee ; and before thow 
camest forth from the womb I sanctified thee and 
I ordained thee a prophet unto the nations, Then 
said I (Jeremiah), Ah, Lord God! behold I cannot 
speak ; for lam achild. But the Lord said unto 
me, Say not, I am a child ; for thou shalt go to aft 
that I shall send thee and whatsoever I command 
thee shalt thou speak... I am with thee 
deliver thee, saith the Lord. Then the Lord put 
forth his hand and touched my mouth. And the 
Lord said unto me, Behold, I have put my words 
in thy mouth” (Jer. i, 4-9). 

And elsewhere the same prophet, in a mood of 
utter despair, exclaims : “1 am in derision all the fe 
day, everyone mocketh me... And if I say, Tf 
will not think niore of Him, nor speak any more im 
His name, then there is in mine heart os it were's 
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burning fire shut up in my bones, and J was weary 
with forbearing, and I cannot withhold it ” (Jer. xx, 
7-9). Compare, also, Ezekiel: “ So a spirit lifted 
me up and took me away, and I went in bitterness, 
in the heat of my spirit ; and the hand of the Lord 
was strong upon me ”’ (Ezek, iii, 14). 

We have long had a popular word for this expe- 
rience of compulsion, We say that the prophets 
were inspired. Let us examine more closely the 
phenomenon of inspiration in fields where it can 
be and has been better studied and 
art. in the creation of scientific discoveries and of 
works of art. What is characteristic of the scten- 
tifie or artistic genius is the unknown source of the

inspiration and its strange, compelling force. It 
flashes like lightning, it rushes like a bursting 
reservoir into consciousness; it enters cons -

its goodness and its importance: and it urges to 
Such bew ildering 
emotional and irresistible experiences are the char- 
acteristics of mental «ystems which reach the ego 
or self ready-made, as it were, without the self's 
previous participation in their formation. They 
eccur not only in acts of genius but also to a varying 


inetant expression. studden, 


degree in the operation of in-born instincts and: in » 
the surging-up of repressed emotional experiences 
that have in the course of mente! life become dis- 
sociate! from the main stream of the ego's con- 
sciousness, They may occur in the passage into and ’ 
out of sleep, and im other states of partial mental 
tlissociation, ae, for example, these produced by 
certain drugs and in the mystie. cestatie states. 
They are to be found not only in the form of ideas, 
emotions and impulses of unconscious origin, but 


also in that of unconsciously formed decisions such 
as are framed by intuition. They exhibit none 
of the inhibition, or critical hesitation, which is so 
characteristic of the slow retional course of our 
intellectual processes. 

How do such forms of inspiration differ from 
that which we have seen to occur among the pro- 
phets ? How does the prophet differ from other 
able men? Literary gifts other men than prophets 
may possess. Other men, too, are endowed with a 
sense of duty, courage, power and desire to admon- 
ish and to comfort, and even with a certain ability to 
foresee coming events. The essential and funda- 
mental difference between the prophet and other 
men of genius and action lies in the spheres to 
which they are respectively devoted. The prophet 
is abeorbed in communion, not with any art or 
science, but with God, not for the advancement of 
any art or science, not for self-advancement, but for 
the revelation of God's wishes and aims in relation 
to his chosen people. Consequently he feels him- 
self illumined from time to time with God's glory 
or shekinah. And the source and expression of the 
prophet's inspiration lie not in the field of painting, 
poetry or music, but in the national, religious and 
ethical welfare of his people. 

It is possible on psychological grounds to claim 
one exceptional power in the case of the prophet, 
but our present knowledge is inadequate to accept 
or to deny the tenability of this claim. 
psychologist has long realised in mind, so the bio- 
logist is beginning to realise in life that there exists 
a purpose, beyond the blind, purposeless mechanisms 
inherent in living beings.

“AY case, the subjects treated have a marked 
value, For the most.part, they analyse 
the social life and. characteristics of the small-town 


Jews. They throw considerable light on the 
history, the philosophy, mysticism, religious faith 
and ritual, the esthetic, the literature, the politics, 
economics, the social relations, and the acts and 
duties of a remarkable race of people. 

This sociological expression is not confined to the 
two Moscow Jewish playhouses with which I have 
dealt in previous articles. It is to be found in the 
new Jewish theatres, some of them State ones, 
that have been established in different parts of 
Russia, and that seem to ke the forerunners of a 
chain of Jewish theatres throughout Russia, just 
as the two Mcscow theatres may be said to be the 


‘forerunners or advance-guard of the newcomers. 


It will be recalled that this Moscow advance- 


guard was split into two by method. They hed a 
‘subject in common, the expression of Jewish 
nationalism, but they used different languages. 
The Habima, of which we have heard much through 
the performance in London, by English actors, of 
its masterpiece of production, “ The Dybbuk,” 
used the pure Hebrew language. Its object for 
doing so has recently come to light. It was # 
part of its ** Back to Palestine” programme. It 
sought to spread a knowledge of the old Jewish 
language among all who were interested in the 
Zionist movement. Within the past two or three 
years the company has been touring in Europe 
and America with this object, together with that 
of exaltation by means of Jewish plays and repre-

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centation. Now it has gone to Palestine, whence 
it came. sworn to the task of establishing a national 
Jewish theatre. 

While the Habima was established to lay the 
foundation of a new Hebrew theatre, the Moscow 
Jewish Chamber theatre was established to found a 
new Yiddish theatre, and accordingly has used the 
Viddish language. Its productions have been few 
because of the amount of time and care given to 
each. But they have shown a steady development 
in harmony with the social needs of the epoch while 
retaining strict Jewish characteristics. They have, 
in fact, shown the theatre strongly under external 
influences. making use of the material world, 
while employing its own spiritual agents to give it 
a meaning. For instance, in its latest phase, the 
theatre has presented a play, “ The 137 Children’s 
Homes,” dealing with a very popular theme, 
bureaucratic imposture, similar to that of Gogol's 
classic play, *‘The Inspector-General.” An im-. 
postor takes advantage of the need of homes for 
waifs and orphans in a small town to represent 
himeclf, in that town, as a Government official 
sent to collect money to build some. In the end he 
is exposed. The theme is of sociological value in 
throwing light on the aspects of new social organisa- 
tion in a small town. It is interpreted by Jewish 
actors, including the greatest Jewish actor in 
Ruseia to-day, Mihkaels, in a surrounding designed 
by the talented Jewish designer, Altmann. In 
recognition of its merit, the theatre is now State 
subsidised, and is known as the State Moscow 
Jewish Theatre, or G.O.C_E.T, 


1 believe it was Emerson who once said, * What 
you are thunders so loud [ ean hardly hear what you 
wy” ; atid the quotation is very applicable to Jacob 
Gordon, most conspicuous of Jewish dramatists, 
nasmuch as it intrinsically portrays the man as well 
as the philosopher, | 

The dramatist inevitably lives through the 
nedium of his works, and his individuality only 
Lecomes apparent when his characters present 
‘hemselves to us in the light of living men and 
women, and when they speak and do things like 
real people. “Create characters that are human 
leings ; place them in situations which are reflec- 
tions of life itself; make them act—and, above all 
things, have them ‘alk like human beings,” said 
Clyde Fitch. Therein lies the supreme test of the 
dramatist. Only then can we, as spectators live 
with the characters and partake of their sorrows 
and conflicts ; only then can we be brought to live 
through “a passage of actual life,’ as Ibsen put it, 

And it is in this particular respect that Gordon 
excelled. The stage he knew was no mere plat- 
form where actors merely amused an audience. 
On the contrary, the stage he wrote and lived for 
was a place where men and women strove and 
suffered, a surgery in which a complete diagnosis of 
existence took place, or, if you like, a mirror which 
reflected every phase and intricacy of life. He was 
essentially a realist, in the sense that fantasies or 
trivialities of the hour were of no importance to 
him. Only the vital matters which actually 
counted in life, only the fundamental! factors which 
represented the essence of existence were his forte ; 
and the stage was the pulpit where he preached his 
yospel, And what better pulpit is there in the 
whole world ? 

One is very often prompted to ask, how, and in 
what respect, does genius differ? For example 
there is a world of difference between Bach and 


Mozart, and yet each is colossal in his own par- 


ticular calling, The same can be said of Van Dyck 
and Rembrandt, of Shakespeare and Milton, of 
Bernhardt and Duse, and so on ad infinitum. The 
truth is that genius is individual, and therefore 
exclusive, that it is not cut to pattern or order, but 


is the outcome of the natural disposition of man; __ 


from which it will be deduced that as no two people 
are of the same calibre it obviously stands to reason 
that each must differ in his own intrinsic way. 
This simile is very appropriate as far as the Jewish 
dramatists are concerned, for here, in the vast field 
of Jewish dramatic art, there is a wealth of diverse 
talent to be found. If you desire drama—intens: 
drama—there are Sholem Ash (whose “ God of 
Vengeance "isa typical specimen), Anski (whose 
“The Dybbuk” has received world-wide recog- 


Signs of the spread of the new significant Jewish 
theatres appear in the Bukharst Jewish Theatre, 
and in the Jewish Theatre of the Ukraine and White 
Russia. It is worthy of note that the two latter 
are also State-endowed and called State theatres. 
They have directors and companies equally as 
talented as their fellow Jews in Moscow, and their 
plays have a similar deeply national and con- 
temporary sociological value. For instance, the 
State Jewish Theatre of White Russia is also 
concerned with reflecting the small-town Jews, 
phases of their racial heritage, their philosophy, 
faith, art and craft, and so on. Plays like “‘ On 
the Confessional Chain,” by I. L. Perez, a play 
which, by the way, recalls “The Dybbuk,” with 
its theme of a student of Talmud dying in the 
Synagogue and transferring his spirit to a young 
girl with whom he isinlove. In “ The Confessional 
Chain ’’ the student does not die, but is punished 
for his presumption in loving a young girl, by 
her wealthy parents, who cause him to be put on 
the confessional chain, while the young girl drowns 
herself through being broken-hearted. The play 
expresses not only the old patriarchal tyranny, but 
that struggle between the old and new world and 
faith, between a death-centred and a life-centred 
existence, which characterises the plays of the new 
Jewish theatres and links them with folk and sacred 
lore and mystical synagogal surroundings. 

The use of folk forms of art in costumes and 


setting is common to these Jewish theatres. They 
are a feature of the two Moscow theatres’ produc-

nition), and Peretz Hirschbein (a man who revels 
in symbolism, and who will undoubtedly go far one 
day). But if you seek realistic drama, in which 
real people who tread upon the everv-day stage of

realist of the Jewish Theatre. 

Jacob Gordon mestered the technique of the 
stage. The masterly construction of his plots, as 
well as his vivid and intense manifestation of life 
and character, inevitably plece him in the fore- 
most rank of the Jewish dramatists. His plays, 
although rather long, are not necessarily verbose ; 
every phrase of the dialogue is crisp and “ meaty,” 
and, above all, each act clearly furthers the ultimate 
cfisis of the play. His characters are not stereo- 
typed or cardboard puppets, but, on the contrary, 
it is in this particular phase that he proves his 
dexterity, for it is here that he so very ably exposes 
the latent forces of man and woman, and that his 
perspicuousness for humanity and fellow-feeling 
come to the fore. 

A critical survey of Gordon's works would 
undoubtedly prove that gradually, as he matured 
in years and experience, it became obvious to him 
that the innate secret of the dramatist lies in his 
ability to canse incidents to take plaec on the stage 
as well as to make his characters speak and act so 
reaslistically that the effect is hurled over the foot - 
lights at the audience, like a blow delivered fully 
between the eyes in combat. In other words. 
Gordon clearly understood that drama must be 
made. even more intense on the stage than it is in 
every-day life, in order that its inner significance 
may be brought home to the spectators,

THE CALL OF THE}LAND. 


Tome now to the third issue, that of Geulath 
Haaretz, In principle, there is no longer need 
« advocete within the Organisation the idea 
of redeeming the land, but not so in practice, 
Actually even among Zionists little is done for 
the National Fund. To strengthen our efforts 
even in our own circles we must continue our 
propeance., Why ? Read our literature, news- 
papers, reports of responsible Zionist institutions, 
and you will find the National Fund relegated 
to , corner. Our principal speakers, workers, 
propagandists are immersed in most important 
aati vities, but not for the National Fund. And 
that is the ureat danger to which I point day by 
day and year by year. For, while for the develop- 
—" of the land we can, if necessary, afford 
time, and what we do not complete to-day can 
le done later, the redemption of the land may not 
le deferred for a day. Who knows whether the 
land that is for sale to-day will be available at 
any price to-morrow ? And of the day after I am 
certainly doubtful, 

let me refer you to two recent factors whose 
importance you will perceive in the development 
of Palestine. One derives from the Government 
and the other from another source. The Govern- 
ment is now surveying the whole country. Those 
familiar with conditions in Eretz Israel, know that 
up to the present the registration of lands was a 
very complicated proceeding. The. fellah knows 
not where his land lies, it is Wushaa (unseparated). 
Though he might wish to plant his ground or other- 
wise improve it, he cannot because he does not 
know who may inherit it or derive the benefit 
of his investment. But now a correct division 
of the land is being made, and each fellah will 
knew exactly the boundaries of his piece of land, 
an extremely important reform and factor in the 
progress of the country. 

The second factor is due to a company which 
has started to sell chemical fertilisers. It main- 
tains a big staff of agronomists who travel from 
oné Village to another teaching the fellaheen how 
to improve their soil. They supply the fertilisers 
on & credit and easy payment system. Certainly 
& substantial benefit, which enables Arabs who 
bnt yesterday enjoyed no profit from their land 
to learn the wisdom of fertilising and so to obtain 
4 return growing from year to vear. Needless to 
“iy that to the extent that agricultural conditions 
are thus improved—-the purchase of land becomes 
more diflicu!t. 

Moreover there is a vigorous propaganda mony 
the Arabs for an Agrarian Bank for fellah and 
effendi, which. if established, will not ease the terms 
of land purchase. That is why | continually 
repeat that while certain of our activities in Eretz 
Israel can be postponed for a short time, land 
purchase cannot be prociastinated. Ceulath 
Haaretc is not a matter that time will settle ;

have lurdened our Institution with large debts, 
even so, when listing the possessions obtained

“ber what. Isaid a few years ago at the first 
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Conference of Authors in Kiriath Anavim. 7 
spoke to them about the programme of work of 
the National Fund which we had outlined for future 
years. With great joy | can tell you to-day that 
this programme is being realised. It is divided 
into two inequal parts: to form new centres of 
seAlement, and to enlerve the existing ones. 

I shall detail what we have accomplished these 
twenty months since your first Conference. 1 
will tell my story in dry figures— but as I said 
when I began, these figures compose our most 
beautiful song—I will deal first with the enlarge. 
ment and development of the old settlements. 
proceeding next with the formation of new centres, . 
I will start with small things, «mall that is only 
according to present-day values. There were days 
when these small accomplishments would have been 
accounted of great importance. 

Judea. In the very south, nar Rehovoth. we 
acquired during the past year and a half 3.000 
dunams. On this land there will be a section of the 
Experiment Station, small Yemenite Quarters and 
settlements for Halutz workers from Galicia, who 
have settled nearby, known as Kyutzat Schiller. 

A little further north, we acquired about 50 
dunams near Ness Ziona, close to the larger area 
of 7,000 dunams that we bouvht two and a half 
years ago. Here will also be established a group 
of smallholders from the Halutz ranks. 

We further enlarged the area of Hulda by 
800 dunams. This was necessary for the develop- 
ment of the colony which otherwise could not 
persist. We hope that the development of this 
yroup has now been assured. 

North of Tel Aviv, near Petah Tikva, 500 dunams 
were bought known as Shaaria. This is destined 
for colonising the neighbouring Yemenites in Mahne 
Yehuda, as their present plots are inadequate. 
We also added 105 dunams to Givat Hashelosha 
near Petah Tikva, and acquired 60 dunams near 
Magdiel. 

These ere all our small purchases near the older 
colonies in Judea. Two further areas, smal! but 
expensive, are fifty dunams near Talpioth, for a 
(rirls’ Farm, and ten dunams near the Menteticre 
(Juarter near Jerusalem, for the Mizrachi Seminary. 

Altogether we acquired in the vicinity of the 
large colonies in Judea 4,575 dunams. If you 
count the dunams, the figure is not so large, but 
our Office counts the cost in pounds, and it amounts 
to a very lerge sum indeed, because these areas 
are in the plantation zone and the centre of intensive 
settlement, where land prices are highest. 

Samaria..-Here we increased the area of Gan 
Shmuel, near Hedera, by 185 dunams, This 
settlement is called after the late Rabbi Shmuel 
Mohilever, one of the founders of Hoveve Zion, 
and is blessed with orange orchards. 

The settlements I have mentioned existed before 
the National Fund was founded or before the new 
colonisation had begun. Let us pass to those 
provinces that were in the first place bought by the 
Jewish National Fund. The first of these is in Emek 
Jezreel. Dr. Berkson* has just alluded to the 
struggle we fought to buy it. How those who 
were responsible for redeeming it were blamed ! 
There were times when we were called squanderers 
and spendthrifts of Jewish money. Thank God 
that I have lived’to hear other opinions on the value 
of the Valley of Esdraelon in “our colonisation. 
We are continuing the redemption of this rich 
Emek, and we hope thet the day is near when every 
dunam in the entire plein will be in the possession 
of the Keren Kayemeth. ; 

First, we bought a further 6,400 dunams in 
Harbetch-Heriie. The village of the Hassidim is 
here (the place has 2s yet no Hebrew name, because 
the Naming Commission is in arrears: may we 
always keep them busy giving names to new 
colonies !). Their settlement will thus be con- 
siderably enlarged. 

_Anyear.and.a quarter ago we.made another 
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purchase in the Emek, for the settlement of Hapoc! 
Hamizrachi, for whom we acquired 9,726 dunams, 
aleorb ng a huge sum, 

Between Ginegar, where we are now planting 
the Balfour Forest, and Kfar Crideon, the colony 
of Transylvanian Jews, is @ piece of land that does 
not belong to us, comprising several thousand 
dunams which are hard to acquire. We have, 
however, been able to buy 900 dunams here. 

| am able to tell you of two large purchases not 
hitherto reported in the Press, and of which you 
hear now for the first time. We have acquired in 
the Emek Jezreel the historic site of Shunam. 
You will remember the name from Abishag, the 
Shunamite, and the fine story of the prophet Elisha. 
Here we have bought 7,500 dunams,-and a new 
colonisation centre will be thus provided. It will, 
of course, carry the historic name of Shunam, 

Further, we acquired 1,650 dunams at Mejcel, 
near Jedda, on the road to Haifa, : 

Altogether we enlarged the possessions of the 
National Fund in Emek Jezreel by 25,560 dunams 
in the past year. 

There is another part of the country which up to 
the present we have hardly touched, But it is very 
important—the area of Semakh and Beisan, around 
the Rutenberg works. You will understand that 
when the electric power is provided this wili become 
® significant zone, as irrigation will be feasible. 
‘The price of the land will go up, and it will be hard 
to buy. So far we have made but a small beginninz 
here. We acquired near Semakh 1,100 dunams, 
and in Beisan 6,000, together 7,100 dunama in the 
Jordan Valley. 

And now concerning the two large important 
undertakings of the past year. The contract for 
one of these purchases was drawn up a year ago, 
and I hope in a short time will be completed. | 
am speaking of the plain that is called Wadi-el- 
Hawareth in the heart of Emek Hasharon. This 
is a piece of land which we have acquired through 
the generosity of the Canadian Jews. 1t comprises 

48,000 dunams. The Sharon, heart of the land, 
and centre of the intensive colonisation on which 
depends the economic security of the land, could 
not be for ever in other hands. We have ventured, 
therefore, to enter also the swamps of Emek 
Hasharon. This place is blessed with water, a 
stream passes through it. The greater part of the 
land is plantation land, not only for oranges but 
also for other rare fruits. There is also good grain 
land and a fine sea-shore, as well as land for afiore- 
station. This area will cost $1,000,000, which is 
the sum that the Canadian Jews pledged themsel ves 
to raise for the National Fund. 

The final purchase, which was completed d iwing 

the last few weeks and with which we have been 
occupied for almost two years, is that on Haifa Bay, 
the Bay to which are turned the eyes not only of 
Jews but of the whole world. Here the great 
harbour will shortly be built. The oil pipe-line 
from Mosul should terminate here as well as the 
main railway from Bagdad. This important centre 
was also in great danger of falling inte private 
hands. And even our friends had formed a theory 
to the effect that this spot should be left to private 
capital. Private capital would develop busines« 
and the land would not be in the hands of an 
organisation whose idealistic aspirations usurp 
considerations of profit, aspirations that have no 
place in our time and especially in such a zone of 
big industry and international traffic. And if this 
purchase has been protracted, the main reason was 
not money—that is lacking even now, but I and 
my colleagues have been certain of success in getting 
the means—-the main hindrance to the realisation 
of the project was to be found in our own ranks. 
But just-as we were successful in the purchase of 
the Emek Jezreel, so again we were successful in 
overcoming all inner obstacles. Two weeks ago I 
signed the contract giving us on Haifa Bay 
22,000 dunamsin addition to 11000 dunams that 
we had previously, a total of 33,000 dunams, 
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Altogether we have enlarged our land possessions 
from the time we met in Kfar Yeladim by 
about fifty per cent., that is to say, by 108,000 
dunams. 

Before I conclude I wish to recall a certain 
moment in my life. It was in the month of Adar 
38 years ago. Five youths were riding through the 
length and breadth of this land. We were seeking 
to discover what could be accomplished in the 
country. Among the youths was 4 young writer, 
Asher Ben Isaiah Ginsburg, his name subsequently 
Ahad Ha’am, the teacher of his generation. The 
second young man was from Moscow. He had not 
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It ia the design of Mr. Waites work to give a 
omprehensive account of the Kabbalah, on the 
surface expository end historical, but seeking to 
catablish its connections with other forms of alleged 
Secret ‘Tradition, to determine its influence and 
importance from more then one standpoint, and to 
indicete its contribution to the sacred science of 
the soul. Due regard has been peid to the limite- 
tions end requirements of English readers—in 
other words, of those unecquainted with the 
lengueses, decd end living, in which, with few 
exceptions, Kabbelistic litereture has hitherto only 
The subject has been classed as 
abstruse, and wes presented by early expositors in 
a highly technical fashion. In Mr. Waite’s volume 
no antecedent knowledge in the reader is assumed. 
This work has been written by a Christian mystic 
and chiefly for the use of mystics. In offering 
materials for their judgment, it indicates also the 
lines of those conclusions to which the writer leans, 
and secks to enforce some of them, It has been 
preceded in England mainly by two books dealing 
directly with the subject. One is the slight but 
not inconsiderable casay, “The Kabbelah,” by 
(. DPD. Ginsburg, which is critical rather than 
descriptive, and is, on the whole, hostile in its 
tendency. The second is “The Kabbalah Un- 
veiled,” by 8S. L. MacCiregor Mathers. This is 
mainly translation and commentary from Latin 
sources. In addition to other limitations, it 
embraces only a minute portion of an extensive 
literature. Mr. Waite’s exhaustive study thus 
fulfils a distinct purpose. It is the author's hope 
that it may be held to occupy a vacant place from 
which there is a wide prospect, by no means 
deficient in consequence for those even who are 
not mystics, for the student of philosophy and 
history, and for the curious in paths-of literature. 

“Source and Authority of the Kabbalah and 
the Age of the Texts,’ “The Written Word of 
Kabbaliem,” “The Doctrinal Content of the 
Kabbalah in Respect of God and the Universe,” 
Ways of God with Man,” “The Higher Secret 
Doctrine,” “Some Christian Students of the 
Kabbalah; and “The Kebbalah and Other 
Channels of Secret Tradition,” are some of the 
main theses with which Mr. Waite deals at con- 
siderable length. The section which describes and 
sstimates the work of non-Jewish students of the 
Kabbalah is especially valuable and attractive. 

Among many adventurous statements advence1 
concerning the mystical Fraternity of the Resiera- 
cians, we are not infrequently told that it gave a 
“reat impetus to the study of the Kebbslah. The 
assertion. is so far from being founded on any. 
accessible fact, that one is tempted to rejoin that 
it gave no impetus to anything except a short-lived 
curiosity and a certain pleasant fantasia in remantic 
fiction. The truth is that no statement should be 
hazarded on either side. In the first place, thé 
historical evidence for the existence of the Order, 
though it points to certain conclusions, is in a verv 
unsatisfactory state, and were any knowledge of 
another kind conceivably still in existence it would 
be in the custody of those unlikely to commit 
themselves. Mr, Waite has never met in literature 
with an express statement designed to indicate 
knowledge and to represent authority which could 
bear investigation. On the contrary, he has found 
invariably that those which most assumed the 
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long before graduated in law, and later was world- 
known as Chief Rabbi of Moscow ; a fine orator, Jacob 
Ben Isaiah Mazia was his name. The third youth 
had just come to the country and was one of the 
principal workers in Hoveve Zion.

complexion of certitude were only the private im- 
pressions of persons who had no tiile to conviction, 
nor even a sufficient werrant for an estimable 
opinion by their ecquaintence with the exoteric 
facts. He therefore contends that there is no 
reliable student of the Kebbelah, who can be cited 
on evidence as the member of 2 Rosicrucian 
Fraternity, laying any cleim to antiquity. It is, 
of course, well known that there have been, as there 
still are, various corporete socicties, some semi- 
Masonic, as in England, some occult, as in France, 
which have formulated their particular interests 
and purposes by adopting the name. There is no 
great mischief in such adoption, provided the 
limits of the pretensions are clear. 

tohert Fludd stands high among esoteric 
philosophers and “ philosophers by fire * in England. 
He was a man of wide learning, of intellectual 
ambition, and of exalted spiritual faith. He 
was also a theosophical writer in the broadest 
sense of the term. There is no doubt of his pro- 
ficiency in Kabbalism along certain lines, for he 
occupied himself a greet dea! with vast cosmological 
hypotheses, which were drewn to some extent from 
this source. He wes forty years of age when the 


Rosicrucian controversy first gave opportunity — 


to his pen, and the “Compendious Apology,” 
which he published in reply to Libavius, a German 
hostile critic, exhibits his Kabbalistic studies. 
This work gives evidence of his besetting intellectual 
weakness, an inordinate passion for the marvellous, 
which leads him to dwell unduly on the thau- 
maturgic side of Jewish mysticism. Having given 
the usual Legend of the Treclition, its reception by 
Moses from God, and its oral perpetuation until 
the time of Ezra, he divides the Kabbaleh into 
two paris. There is, first, the division of Cosmology, 
dealing with forces operating in created things, both 
sublunary and celestial. Here Fludd expounds, 
also, on philosophical grounds the arcane of the 
Written Law. This division, he observes, does 
not differ materially from the Natural Mavic in 
which Solomon is recorded to have excelled. He 
adds that the magical powers of natural things 
concealed in their centre can be brought forth by 
this species of Kabbalah. The second division is 
entitled “ Mercaveh,” which contemplates things 
Divine, angelical powers, Secred Namos, end 
‘signacila, It must be noted, however, that the 
Kentish mystic was pre-eminently a Christian 
philosopher, and, like other subjects, that of the 
Esoteri¢ Tradition in Israel was approached by 
him from the Christian standpoint. 

Henry More, the Cambridge Platonist, approached 


the subject of the Kabbalah as a Christian whe. 


desited the “onversion of the Jews, and whé 
rsgarded the Kabbalah as a fitting instrument to 
effect that conversion. He came, therefore, to 
its study and elucidation not as an investigator of 
‘things esoteric, not as a seeker for an absolute 
doctrine of religion, but as one imbued with an 
evangelical spirit. There is no reason to believe 
that he could or did undertake an independent study 
of the “ Zohar.” On the whole, it may be concluded 
that More’s connection with the Kabbalah is but an 
interesting episode in the life of an amiable scholar, 

Students of the byweys of literature in the

FURTHER ZIONIST SURRENDERS ? 


NON-ZIONIST TERMS HARDENING. 
[From a Correspondent—BERLIN., } 


The Extraordinary Session of the Zionist General Council ({c/ions 
committee) which was first arranged to be held in Berlin and was trans- 
ferred to London to enable Dr. Weizmann, who is not well, to participate 
i» it, will, after all, open on Friday (to-day) in Berlin. Dr. Weizmann’s 
wedical advisers insisted on absolute rest for him and were not willing to 

* him to attend a meeting of this kind, so the Executive hasreturned 
to its original decision to hold the meeting in Berlin as the more convenient 

for the majority of the members ofthe Actions Committee. Professor 
¢ Prodetsky, Col. Kisch and Mr. Felix Rosenblueth are representing 
the Executive. Mr. N. Sokolow is still in the United States. In a 
ircular letter to the members of the General Council, the Executive lays 
stress on the fact that it would be erroneous to consider thé meeting as 
a purely technical and unimportant one. The negotiations with the non- 
Zionists concerning & number of essential «uestions relating to the forma. 
tion of the Jewish Agency have not yet been concluded, and in view of 
the previous decisions of the Congress and Actions Committee, certain 
rery serious counter-proposals of the non-Zionists, will have to be oon. 
sidered. the consent of the Actions Committee being necessary for whut- 
ever alterations have to be made. 

I understand that three important «questions will come under dis- 
~~ssion: 1. The Presidency of the Jewish Agency; 2. The Constitution 
the Agency, and particularly the incorporation in it of Churchill's 
White Paper as an interpretation of the meaning of the Jewish National 
Home; 3. The system of proxies. 

The Congress has decided, and the General Council has several times 
sfirmed, that the President of the Zionist Organisation shall always be 
the President of the Jewish Agency. The non-Zionists now demand 
that with a majority of three-fifths the General Council should be entitled 
weect, if it wishes, a non-Zionist as a President of the Jewish Agency. 
The Marshal! group further insists that besides the Balfour Declaration 
and the principal articles of the Mandate, the provisions of Churchill's 
White Paper shall be incorporated in the Constitution of the Jewish 
Agency. After prolonged negotiations, it was tentatively agreed that a 
vague form should be drafted incorporating the provisions of “ The 


Balfour Declaration, the Mandate, and all the subsequent Government . 


Acts." The non-Zionists also insist on retaining the proxy-system for 
overseas members of the Jewish Agency. The Zionist Executive is 
anxious to obtain the consent of the Actions Committee to all these 
modifications of the previous Congress decisions, as otherwise, they 
fear, if these mooted questions are left to the Congress, it may not be 
possible to convoke the inaugural meeting of the Jewish Agency in 
{ugust as is intended. 

Zionists who have already given in on many points are not very 
happy at the thought of surrendering more fundamentals of Zionist 
policy, but under the pressure, there is little doubt thai they wiil 
eventually agree to everything with perhaps some slight modifications. 
The session of the General Council will last three or four days. 


Jewish Agency Opposition Conference. 
A World Conference of Radical Zionists will be held in Warsaw on 
June 9th, in order to prepare a strong opposition to the Jewish Agency 
Proposals at the Zionist Congress. About a hundred delegates from all 
parts of the world, including Palestine, are expected at the Conference.

“Our New Partners.” 
DR. BRODETSKY ON NON-ZIONISTS. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, a public mect- 
ing was held on Wednesday evening at St. Gabriel's Hall, Cricklewood, 
in support of the Jewish Agency and the forthcoming Zionist Congress. 

Mr, LEON SIMON, who presided, outlined the bistory of the formation 
of the Agency plan, and said that with regard to the terms “ Zionist ” and 
“ Non-Zionist,” they were merely labels which did not count. for very 
much. It was the actions of the Agency which would count in the upbuild- 
ing of Palestine. 

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., said although he took no official part in 
Zionist work he had never ceased to hope for the establishment of the 
National Home. The whole future of world Jewry depended upon the 
manner in which the Jewish Agency carried out its task. 

Dr. 5S. BRODETSKY said that the Agency scheme had given rise to 
more misconception than apy other project ever before the Jewish people. 
He referred to the forthcoming Congress and gave details of how it 
represented “the Will of Zionists the world over.” Non-Zionistea were 
not Zionists in the sense that they were attached to or supported the 
Zionist Organisation, but that did not mean they were not Zionists in 
spirit. Since the publication of Mr. Israel Cohen’s latest pamphlet, 
it had been made plain by the Jewish WORLD that the Zionist Executive 
were really and truly Nationalists after all, and that the terms of the 
pamphlet might be taken for signs of the repentence of the Executive ! 
Dr. Brodetsky went on to refer to the great gain to the 
Zionist cause by the re-entry on to the Zionist platform of Haham Dr. 
Gaster, even if only as critic. “We are going to work with our new — 
partners, the non-Zionists,” said the speaker, “for the establishment of 
the National Home. But it will never be said that Zionists surrendere:! 
any of the fundamental principles for which they stood, The basis of 
the Agency is that of co-operation, certainly not antagonism.” 

Mr. SIMON MYERs proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers.

INAUGURAL MEETING. 


The inaugural meeting of the “ Hashachar” Beth-Am Young Zionist 
Society, was held on Tuesday, at the North West London Hebrew 
Institute, 1, Minister load, Sboot-up-Hill, Mr. A. Levitsky, LU.B., 
presided. 

The object of the Society (which is affiliated to the Association of 
Young Zionist Societies and the English Zionist Federation), is to 
promote the cause of Zionism particularly among the youth of Willesden, 
Brondesbury, Cricklewood and Hampstead.

Professor 8. BRODETSKY, M.A., delivered the inaugural address. He 
said that as the name of the Society was “ Hashachar "—-dawn—he 
welcomed the fact that dawn was breaking upon that district in connec. 

In order thoroughly to understand Zionism it was 
necessary to begin at an early age, and one had to be emancipated from 
the psychology of fifty years ago, which was that happiness in Jewry 
consisted in not being recognised as a Jew.

Ia view of the fact that the Executive will itself 
arrange a great celebration ofthe event in Zurich on the eve of the 
opening of the Zionist Congress, the Executive is anxious that all 
celebrations throughout the world should be heid on the same day. 


Jewish Agency Difficulties in Roumania. 
NO “SEMI-ZIONISTS” IN THE COUNTRY. 
[From our Correspondent—BUCHAREST. } 

The Jewish Agency negotiations in Roumania are encountering great 
difficulties owing to the fact that the Jews here are either Zionists or 
anti-Zionists. There are no semi-Zionists or non-Zionists here of any 
standing. At one time it was proposed that Dr. Filderman, the President 
of the Union of Roumanian Jews, should enter the extended Jewish 
Agency, but now he is in open conflict with the Zionists. Chief Rabbi 
Zirelson, of Kishineff, the leader of the Orthodox Jews, declares that, as 
a member of the /gudat Yisracl, his adherence to the Agency must depend 
on the ultimate decision of the Agudat Yisrael Conference in September. 


Munich and Zionism. 
CHANGED ATTITUDE. 
[From a Correspondent—BERLIN.]} 

Thirty-two years ago, the Jewish Communal Organisation of Manich, 
Bavaria, did everything in its power to prevent the holding of a Zionist 
Congress in their town. ‘There were denunciations and protests. Rabbis 
declared Zionism to be an unpatriotic movement. So the Congress was 
transferred to Basle. 

Now, at the last meeting of the Board of the same Jewish Communal! 
Organisation, held under the chairmanship of Dr. Wilmersdorfer, it was 
decided without opposition to allocate a grant of 2,000 marks from the 
Community Fand to the Aeren Hayesod. What a change! It is true 
that when asked why they have decided to support the Keren Hayesod, 
the “ Liberal” members of the Board answered that this had nothing to 
do with the Jewish National Movement and was only a fund to help poor 
Jews in Palestine. Still. . .! 


Eastern Galician Zionist Conference. 


SUPPORT FOR JEWISH AGENCY. 


{From our Correspondent—Warsaw.] 

The new Executive of the Eastern Galician Zionist Federation 
consists of nine supporters of Deputy Reich, four partisans of Deputy 
Grimbaum (the opposition to the Jewish Agency) and one Zionist Revi- 
sionist. The Conference has endorsed Deputy Reich’s policy in support 
of the Jewish Agency and of a conciliatory attitude towards the present 
Polish Government. In accordance with the agreement reached by the 
supporters of Deputy Reich and the Opposition, open hostilities between 
the two camps in Polish Zionism are to cease. 

Dr. Reich has been re-elected President of the Eastern Galician 
Zionist Federation by an overwhelming majority. Representatives of 
the Government attended the Conference and Dr. Reich welcomed their 
presence as a sigan that Zionism was officially recognised in Poland. 


Zionism in Roumania. 


By Dr. I. Olswanger (In Interview). 


Dr. lL. Giswanger, who is attached to the staff of the Keren Ha yesod, 
recently returned from Roumania full of enthusiasm for the progress which, 


he says, the cause is making in that country (writes a representat've of 
THE’ JEWISH CHRONICLE). 


Dr. Olswanger prefaced what he had to say -by conveying to me the glad 
tidings that the political position of the Jews in Rouimania was incomparably 
better now than when he paid a visit to that country two years aro. There 
was no official anti-semitism ; the attitude of the Government towards its 
Jewish subjects was extremely friendly, and the slightest attempt to arouse 
anti-Jewish feeling was nipped in the bud immediately it became known. 

Dr. Olswanger said thet Zionism in’ Bessarabia, in ‘the old “ Regat ~ 
and the Bukowina was very highly developed, and it was no exaggeration 
to say that here there were no anti-Zionists at all.

The Palestine Mercantile Bank. 
By Mr. SOL. COHEN. 
[In Interview. ] 
After an absence of five years, Mr. Sol. Cohen, who when he 


was living in this country resided in Liverpool, is returning to 
England this week for a month's stay, 
with the view of securing further 
financial support for the Palestine 
Mercantile Bank, Ltd., of which he is 
the Manager. 

In the course of an interview with our 
Jerusalem correspondent, Mr. Cohen stated 
that the Bank was founded at the end of 
1924 by a small group of English Zionist 
business men, who shared the conviction 
that, side by side with national efforts for 
land purchase and colonisation, the wp. 
building of LEretz Yisraci—that is of a 
Jewish Palestine—could only proceed on 
a sound commercial basis, just as every 
other new country had been developed, by 
the investment of private capital yielding 
a sufficiently g.0d return to prove attractive to investors. 

Confidence in Palestinian investments had been rudely shaken in 
Eegland by the failure cf several cnterprises, mainly of a speculative 
character, connected with land and buildiog property, and Mr. Cohen, 
who had previously visited Palestine in 1922 to investigate business con- 
ditions, settled in Palestine in order to carry into effect the schenie of 
establishing a Merchantile Bank, with the objects of promoting the 
economic development of the country by providing credit facilities to 
merchants and mapufacturers and of encouiaginpg and financing com- 
mercial aud industrial enterpris>. 


The Bank was registered under the laws of Palestine with an 


authorised capital of £E25,000, with Mr. D. Simbler and Mr, Cohen as 
Joint Managing Directors, and until it was proved that the institution 
could work successfally, no prospective investors were approached out- 
side of the Directors and their immediate circle of personal friends. The 
Bark was opened at Haifa, and its speedy and eflicient service on British 
lines was at once appreciated by the business circles in that town. An 
espccial'y gratifying feature was the continually increasing confidence 
shown in the Bank by the local trading community, no less than 12) 
merchants taking up some 3,000 shares, which constitutes a record for 
any Limited Company in the country. 

Mr. Simbler, an old Liverpool business man, took charge of the local 
and inland services of the Bank with conspicuous ability, and Mr. Cohen 
devoted himself to organising and developing the foreign service and 
eXchange departments. The results achieved in four years since its 
foundation have been gratifying. 

“ The shareholders received 84 per cent. dividend, for 1925, 84 per 
cent. for 1926, 7 per cent. for 1927, and 74 per cent. last year,” Mr. Coben 
told our representative. “The paid-up capital now amounts to £E18,547 
with a reserve of £P1,050, which is being increased each year, while an 
ample reserve is beld for bad and doubtful debts. Deposit and current 
accounts at the end of 1928 reached £P23,780, and the actual turnover is 
how well over ££500,00). The Bank does every description of banking 
business, and with the continued development and extension of its 
Operations, a substantial increase in its paid-up capital as well as 
deposits has become essential in order to take advantage of new business 
opportunities that continually present themselves. The building of the 
harbour at Haifa and the constantly increasing inland business con- 
nections make the extension of the Pank’s activities and the opening up 
of branches in other centres in the country imperative, so as to enable 
the institution to become a more important and valuable instrument in 
the economic progress of Palestine. With this object in view, I propose 
during my stay in England to approach a wider circle of prospective 
investors among those who desire directly to assist in the development 
of / retz Visrael. I feel the institution has a speciai claim for support 
because the Bank was founded by Jews from England ; the major portion 
of its capital is held by Jews in Great Britaia and Ireland, and its 
Continued progress should be a matter of pleasure and pride to all Jews 
‘0 Great Britain and Ireland interested in the economic development of 
the country.” 

Mr. Cohen was careful to make clear that his proposed campaign for 
increasing the capital of the bank was in no circumstances to be construed 
asin any way opposed to or in rivalry with official Zionist fands (Keren 
Hayesod and the Jewish National Fund). In fact, he holds a letter from 
the Palestine Zionist Executive putting on record that it has no objection 
to Lis proposed action, which is directed to inducing Jewish business men 
to interest themselves financially in a business proposition devoted to the 
-scntal commercial development of Palestine.

The Dead Sea Salts Concession.

PROSPECTIVE MARKETS FOR POTASH. 


Mr. Novomeysky, the holder of the Dead Sea Salts Concession, bas 
gone to Palestine for a brief stay in connection with the concession, which 
was formally signed last week im London. He will shortly return to 
London to form the company to work the concession. Lord Lytton, 
ne ee Chairman of the Company, will also visit Palestine 
shortly. 


Mr. Novomeysky intends to make a modest beginning of the work in 
the autumn, and to place the Dead Sea potash in the Eastern markets. 
A railway will be built at a later stage to Akaba, and with the develop- 
ment of the work the products of the Dead Sea will be offered in the 
European and American markets. 


Dr. Bernhard Kahn in Palestine. 
“ Joint’ Director’s Belief in Two Schemes. 


Dr. Bernhard Kahn, the European Director of the American Joint 
Distribution Committee, in a statement on his impressions of Palestine, 
declared that, owing to the necessity of continuing relief work among 
the Jews in Eastern Evrope, he would be unable to place his services at 
the disposal of the Jewish Agency in Palestine.. Nevertheless, he thought 
that he would attend the first meeting of the Council of the Jewish 
Agency in Zurich for the purposes of tendering advice there. He felt 
overwhelmed, he said, by what he saw in Palestine, with its evidence of 
Jewish initiative, energy and influence, as well as security. He felt 
convinced that Palestine comes into consideration not only as a spiritual 
centre for the Jews but also asa country where economic settlementscan be 
established. With the present need of countries for Jewish immigration, it 
was certain that Palestine would begin to play during the next few years 
agreatrole. He laid most stress on the agricultural progress of Palestine 
and sail that the Zionist Organisation must continue with the aid of 
national funds, to help the settlers and facilitate the work. 

He refused to draw any comparison between the Russian and 
Palestinian Jewish colonies. “In both places,” he said, “ Jews are at work 
and it is dangerous to stimulate apy feeling of rivalry between the two 
schemes.” 


‘Save Russian Jewry.” 
PALESTINE HEBREW TEACHERS’ APPEAL. 


A meeting of Palestinian Hebrew writers and Jewish communal 
workers held in Tel-Aviv, with the poet Bialik as chairman, has con- 
sidered the situation created in Russia by the persistent suppression of 
the Jewish religion, Zionism and the Hebrew language in the Soviet 
dominions. The gathering had before it authentic reports from Russia 
on the situation, and as a result of its deliberations, it has issned a call to 
World Jewry to rescue the Russian Jews. The gathering also added a 
strong protest against the Jewish envoys, who went to Russia, including 
the veteran Hebrew writer, Mr. Reuben Brainin, and brought back 
information, alleged to be false, about the situation in Russia, which was 
used to whitewash the Soviets and the Jewish Communist Section. The 
gathering demanded that the Jewish Press should reveal the real state 
of affairs in Russia, and not mislead Jewry by reports calculated to 


minimise the seriousness of the position.

: Dr. A. H. Levy, M.D., the Chairman of the Organisation, presented a 

He said that one of the important 
branches of their work et the present, and the most costly, was the Child 
Guidance Clinic which was established over eighteen months ago at the 


. * Jews’ Free School, where free accommodation had been granted by the 
. + Committee of Management. This was the first Clinic of its kind in this 
; | country. The Education Committee of the L.C.C. have on a previous occasion 

> | expressed their great interest in the work of the Clinic. Since the recognition - 


; of the Clinic as a School Treatment Centre arrangements were being made 
4 with the approval of the Board of Management of the Jews’ Free School for 
the opening of the Clinic on Tuesdays and Wednesdays from 2 to 4 p.m. 
An essential part of the work was carried out by a specially trained social 
worker who hed studied social work and police-court methods in this country 
and in America, When a child was seen for the first time a full physical 
cxamination was carried out and anthropometric details were recorded. The 
cese was then reviewed from all points and recommendations were made on 
the means of dealing with it. There were many children who were in process 
vf becoming delifquents because they did not fit in with their surroundings, 
they were maladjusted, and the problem was to discover where the trouble 
lay, whether with the child, its parents, or other causes, and then to attempt 
remedy by altering as far as possible the conditions. There was no doubt 
that many a child could thus be saved and could be so directed as to grow 
up to become a useful member of society rather than.a delinquent. The 
medical officer's report on the sanitary conditions have been submitted 
to Jewish educational bodies as well as to the managers of the Talmud Torahs. 
With the assistance of the Educational Officer of the L.C.C. and the St. John 
Ambulance Association a number of classes in First Aid for the Injured and 
Home Nursing for the Sick have been organised. A scheme has been sub- 
mitted to the Association for Jewish Youth. whereby this type of instruction 
could be extended among the institutions affiliated to the Association. 

_ Continuing, Dr. Levy referred to the necessity of extending the 
intelligence investigation which was completed last year to older children and 
to include physical characteristics so that they could see on the one hand 
how much truth there was in the statement made from time to time that 
Jewish children did not maintain their intellectual superiority in the later 
ages, and on the other whether the Jewish child was as sound physically 
. as he had proved himself to be mentally. It was well known that a great 
; shortage of institutional accommodation existed throughout the country for 
: Jewish mental defectives, and the opinion was often expressed that Jewish 
defectives were suffering considcrable hardship through the lack of special 
provision. The Council thought that the problem was one which needed to 
he considered by the Community as a whole, and a meeting of representatives 
of various Jewish institutions was held at New Court and’ was attended also 
by representatives on the Board of Control. A Committes was then appointed 
to investigate and report on this matter. The report has since been sub- 
mitted to the Board of Control, 

__ Dr. L. Manpet, M.D., Treasurer, in presenting the financial statement, 
said that unless they could increase their income from subscriptions they 
would have to sell out the £1,000 of War Loan which was their only asset at 
the present moment.

A well-attended meeting of subscribers and donors to the Hospit 
was held at the Jewish Institute on Sunday. Mr. Leonard L. Zossenheim 
(Vresident), who was in the chair, expressed his eatisfaction at the 
activities and progress of the Hospital daring the year. An additional 
wing for incurable cases was in contemplation, and he hoped that by 
the loyal co-operation of friends of the Hospital the addition would 
shortly become an accomplished fact. He also referred to the satis- 
factory scheme of Life-Governorships which had been launched. The 
Hospital now possessed a useful adjunct in the Jewish Friendly Societies’ 
Council, which was rendering excellent work by securing donations from 
outside sources. The Chairman concladed by eulcgising the activities of 
the Ladies’ Committee, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Henry Freedman. 

Mr, Henry Freedman, in submitting the fluancial statement, said 
that the opening of the new wing for incurable cases would mean an 
additional cost of £700 per annum. He paid a tribute to the help given 
by the Leeds Workpeople’s Hospital Fand, the Junior Charity Organisa- 
tion and other charitable bodies. He hoped that the time would come 
when they would be able to build a new Hospital commensurate with 
present needs. For that purpose about £25,000 was needed. 

Mr. Lyla Goodman, in moving the adoption of the report, paid 
tr.butes to the Hon. Consulting Staff and Visiting Staff, the Resident 
Medical Officer (Dr. O,. Tschessno, M.D.), Mr. Henry Freedman 
(Treasurer), Mr. L. Nathan (Chairman of the Finance Committee), the 
Matron and Nursing Staff and all who had rendered invaluable services. 
Tho number of patients during the year showed an increase of 77, and 
there were 604 attendances in the out-patients’ department. Mr.

Mr. D, I. Sandelson, O.B.E., in moving a vote of thanks to the retiring 
officers, said that while the successful up-keep of the hospital depended 
on donors and subscribers, a great deal of credit must be given to those 
who had administered the Hospital, who had carried out their work most 
unselfishly.

Writing in yesterday's JEWisH Wor:D, the Editor says: Hearty con. 
giatulations to Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches on bis having completed a quarter 
of a century of his Ministry. Dr. Daiches has done excellent work in 
Edinburgh, where conditions, as ' have from time to time observed, 
are by no means free from great difficulty, requiring as they do the 
exercise of much tact and wisdom. For one thing the learned 
Rabbi has been confronted by an intensive attempt at Perversion 
earried on for the most part by Sir Leon Levison, who at one time 
wanaged to worm his way, under more than one very considerable 
guise, into the personal goodwill and friendliness of Jews in Edin- 
mrgh, bot always with the one object of their perversion. I think 
that Rabbi Daiches has now set a limit to Sir Leon’s influence in this 
respect, and so clipped his opportunities for raiding Jewish souls. His

At least he would bave been recognised as, in fact he is, the 
acting Chief Rabbi for Scotland, the affairs ecclesiastical of which would 
have been entrusted to his care without interference, albeit with respon- 
‘ibility to the Chief Rabbinate of the British Empire. [hope that many 
years of fruitful activity are still before Rabbi Daiches in health and in 
streucth. Hedad! 

In the course of his sermon in Graham Street Synagogue, Rabbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches referred to the forthcoming celebration of the sixth hundred 
anniversary of the granting of the Roya! charter to the city of Edinburgh 
by King Robert the Bruce. 

This was a day of great significance for the city, Dr. Daiches said, 
and the citizens, headed by their indefatigable. Lord Provost, were 
right! endeavouring to call the attention of the world to Edinburgh’s 
ace. tdinburgh was a city of learning, culture and religious endeavour, 
and had kept its record throughout many centuries. The Jewish citizens 


of Edinburgh were proud to associate themselves with the celebration. 
“inburvh was the first Scottish city to receive Jews as residents, traders, 
and citizens, and during the last two centuries, it had upheld nobly the 
Principle of equality of all citizens irrespective of race or creed. Jewish 
hildrey were taking fall advantage of the splendid educational facilities 
provided in this great centre of learning, and they allcherished the same love 
aud reverence for the Scottish capital and its great institutions as the 
dese, udants of those who inhabited the burgh in the days of Robert Bruce. 


They vrayed that the Divine blessing might rest on the city, its civic heads, 
Vounc ilors, Magistrates, and officers, and that Edinburgh might continne to 
Frow oud prosper and develop along the lines of true progress for the benefit of 
the Scottish people, for the enhancement of the glory of the British Empire,
